cannot undertake to say what the ex- 
act facts are, for thoroughly reput- 
able citigens, writing to me on behalf of 
the two sides, flatly contradict each 
other. But there are certain broad 
pointe directly applicable to your pres 
ent situation, which can be laid down 
without hesitation. 
ACTS OF VIOLENCE. 

“There is no question, whatever, but 
what many acts of violence have 
been committed, including bomb- 
throwing. and the use of that weapon 
of the worst, meanest, the besest and 
most cowardly type of 
dynamite 


“Now, the first duty of the govern- 
mental authorities, high and low. from 
top to bottom, is to put an end to 
the reign of violence and 4dis- 
order, te check and pynish every 
crime of brutélity and lawnessness. 

“No excuse ¢an be accepted for any 
government official who fails to do hia 
Guty in this regard ahd no excuse can 
be accepted for any private citizen 
who fails, not merely passively, but 
actively, to perform the prime duty of 
good citizenship-in joining with the 
authorities in helping to put an end 
to such an intolerable condition. 
| your attention to what Judge 
Sater did a year ago in the case of 
|the strikigg miners in Southern Ohio. 
|The employers applied to. bim for an 
injunction against the miners. He de- 
tlined to grant it, but he gave tu both 
parties a lecture from the bench to 
which I am giad to say they paid heed. 

“He warned them that violence 
would not Be permitted and that the 
whole power of the State would, if 
necessary, be invoked to suppress it. 

“He warned the miners particularly 
that their worst enemies were those 
among their own number or their 
sympathisers who committed deeds of 
violence, and he warned the capital- 
ists that deeda of violence by the em- 
ployers did just as much damage to 
their cause, and were just as flagrant 
outrages inst the public as the 
deeds of ¥ committed by the 
minere and sympathizers of the 
miners, and that qe would be no 
more tolerated than the other. 

“Therefore, friends, your first duty 
is to establish law and order, and it 
is especially to the interest of the 
Wage-workers that law and order 
whould be established, and they should 
be the first to join effectively in the 
movement. -No plea should be enter- 
tained for = moment that would de- 
lay the putting of an end to the regu- 
la of lawless violence. 

“Let the employés remember that It 
may well be te the interest of some 
of their leaders, for political or other 
reasons, to have lawlessness and dis- 
order continue, but that it is pre- 
eminently against the interest of the 
workingmen themselves. 
DUTIES NOT ENDED. 
“Then your duty has not ended. It 
has eo begun. Then you will have 
obtali law and order, but you are 
derelict to your duty unless you treat 
this merely ag the first, although 4 
necessary and all-important step, in 
obtaining justice. In any big strike 
not only the employés and employers 
are particularly interested, but the 
public te too. Especially is thig the 
case with public corporations. 
». “It is not merely your duty but your 
tight--you people of Columbus, and 
you people of Ohio-—to insist on know- 
ing all the facts that led up to and 
brought on this strike before you pass 
judgment on it. 
“It has been alleged to me that the 
trouble began because of a dismissal 
ty the company of some of its em- 
ployés for asking for higher wagee. 
It is also alleged that it has continued 
tecause of the open or covert effort 
of the corporation to prevent the for- 
mation of a union anfong the em- 
ployés. 

“Both allegations are denied. You 
should get autheritative information 
as to whether they are false or true. 
“Of course to dismiss men for asking 
for an increase of wages would be such 
an infamy that I can hardly believe it 
oceurred, but you should find out defi- 
nitely. To 4 men for member- 
ship in or f proposing to join a 
union would be almost as bad. The 
union is just as much a necessity of 
cur modern industrial system as the 
vorporation itself. Both Must obey 
the law, but each is @ necessity. tn- 
der modern conditions it is ofttimes 
neceasary that there should be coilec- 
tive bargaining on the part of the men, 
and this can only come through the 


union. 

“Union men have nto right to force 
other wage-workers into the union. As 
was so well set forth in the admirable 
report of the anthracite strike commis- 
sion, such action is as gross a viola- 
tion of right as is the so-called ‘second- 
ary boycott.’ But it is equally an out- 
rage for the employer to discriminate 
against the unions and to fail to work 
with them in a spirit of cordial good 
faith on both sides. 

“Moreover, if your present arbitration 
law is pot sufficiently stringent, make 
it more stringent and if it is uncon- 
etitutional, amend the Constitution. But 
do not walt to remedy any present 
wrongs until the Constitution is 
amended. 

“The State and the municipality have 
, power to force any public service cor- 
poration to do what is right if they 


is the business of the people to see that 
they 80 choose, 
DUTIES TWO-FOLD. 

“In conclusion, friends, your duties 
ave two-fold: First, at once and with- 
out equivocation and hesitation to en- 
force order, suppress violence and see 
that the law is obeyed in letter and 
gpirit. Second, as soon as this result 
has been achieved, turn at once to the 
greet question of justice and exert your 
whole power to find out the facts, 
treating @ny refusal to give you all 
the facts as a confession of guilt. 

“tf injustice has been done, exert the 

power of the government to see 
that it is re 2edjied forthwith, and if 
there is any effort to prevent and if the 
attempt to remedy it is obstructed, see 
to it that there is not onll a remedy, but 
punishment, @nd take steps that will 
effectually prevent a repetition of the 
injustice. 
“You people of Columbus face one of 
the crises which from time to time in 
our Ameritan life demand the exercise 
of the nighest qualities of good citizen- 
ship. 
“Tt is your immediate duty toe secure 
law and order and once thia has been 
done, it becomes your even higher and 
more pressing duty to see that justice,

Theodore Roosevelt adopts the 


measurement of values should be the difference be- 
tween the labor cost of an imported article and the 
labor cost of the same article when manufactured 
in this country. This is a good rule for tariff re- 
vision if we do not overlook the fact that there is 
no cost of any manufactured article that is not 
labor cost, and that substantially there is no such 
thing as raw material. . 

What were your shoes worth when they were 

riding on the back of a steer? Even then the hide 
was not raw material, for human labor had been 
invoked to pasture and care for the animal in his 
was 
your coat worth when the sheep was bleating under 
the wool of which it was made? The wool was not 
raw material, for man’s labor had been used to 
attend upon the flock, What was your shirt worth 
when it was growing in the cotton field? Not much, 
it is true, but still it was not raw material, for it 
was indebted for its existence to the labor of the 
colored brother who hoed the plant and picked the 
boll. What was the lumber of your house worth 
when it was in the tree standing in the forest? It 
was not raw material even in that primitive form, 
for man’s labor had beeh invoked to survey the for- 
est and build a road to the tree. What were the 
nails used in building your house worth when they 
were iron ore in the depths of the mine? The ore 
was not raw material, for human labor had been ex- 
pended in sinking shafts to reach it and erecting 
machinery to hoist it. Even the wild berries that 
you eat did not of their own volition journey fro 
the vines to your table. It required human labor 
to pick them. This illustration might be extended 
indefinitely to every article, manufactured or un- 
manufactured,.that is used by man, forthe fish in 
the sea, and the birds and beasts of the forest can- 
not be utilized without the expenditure of human 
labor.

The opportunity to chatlonge jurors 
because they have rand 
jury evidence foade him to lief 
that the furnishing of copies of grand 
jury testimony to defendants is a 
mistake. He also believes that the 
right to challenge talesmen because 
they have heafd vaguely of the case 
too often disqualifies the most valua- 
ble jurors, 


people have the same right to 
seek a change of venue. 

The power of appellate courts to set 
aside verdicts should be carefully re- 
stricted, because the trial judge ona 
jury has the advantage of the pres- 
ence of the witnesses before them, 
and may judge of their truthfulness 
by thelr demeanor more than by their 
words. Too often, it seems, the trial 
court is on trial in the appellate courts 
and its every act is challenged by 
the exceptions taken by the defend- 
ant. This tends to make the Inferior 
courte less certain in thelr effort to 
administer justice, and complicates 
the work of the prosecutors in trying 
to have justice done by the people, 

The judge also said he belleves a 
law should be punish! any 
newspaper that seeks to corrupt pub- 
lic Opinion. He did not define what 
this Offenae would be other than that 
of “corrupting public opinion for hire,” 
and he did not illustrate the appll- 
cation of such a law.

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 3.—The wom-

There was, for example, the 
Smith cage in Mississippi, in which the 
slayer alleged that the man he killed 
had betrayel his daughter. 

In this case the jury found him 
guilty not alone of killing the man, 
but also of lying about his own daugh- 
ter to save his life. The girl on the 
witness stand had a hard choice con- 
fronting her. She realized that In or- 
der to save her father she must sacri- 
fice her honor and biacken her own 
character and that of the dead man.

“DE GUSTIBUS.” 


ESSAYS IN CRITICISM. THIRD SERIES. 
By Matthew Arnold. The Ball Publishing 
Company, Boston. (Price $1.2) 


NDOUBTEDLY an important titer- 
ary event is the publication of the 
third series of “Essays in Criti- 
clam” by Matthew Arnold. The first 
Series of these essays were published 
in 1865, and a few months after the 
author's death in 1888, a second series 
appeared. Now twenty-two years 
Jater, we have the third. In it is con- 
tained his most famous essay “On the 
rat Spirit in Literature,” which he 


delivered in his inaugural fecture in 
the chair of poetry at Oxford—an es- 
say which was omitted from the other 
volume because he considered it too 
dogmatic in tone. 

There have been few men in literary 
history who were as conscientiously 
and as impressively wrong as Arnold. 
His basic idea of criticism, as set forth 
in his new volume, is that in order to 
become classic, criticism must hold a 
flawless mirror up to nature and in- 
terpret adequately what that mirror 
refiects. The implication here is of a 
standardization of taste. Now, a stan- 
dard of taste is a personal assumption, 
just as a standard of culture must 
necessarily be arrived at through the 
application of the personality. And 
the desire to generalize this personal 
standard of culture and taste is based 
on the individual's reformative desire 
to make every one else like one’s self. 
Such a reformer was Matthew Arn- 
old. Highly educated, at times super- 
cilious and dogmatic, his object in life 


was to define perfection and culture 
and to measure art and‘ liter- 
ature by that standard. In his 


“Essays. in Criticism” he argues from 
the assumption that culture and 
taste is, an established . fact in the 
humin conscience, governed by im- 
mutable laws and systemmaticaliy as- 
certainable.

THE 


ATTLE OF SAN BUENA VENTURA. 


Alta 
torial departme.t of the Republic of 
Mexico, was distracted by a civil war 
between two rival Governors, involv- 
ing the entire population from San 
Diego o the south to Sonoma on the 
north — finding its culminating point 
at the battle of San Buena Ventura 
om the 27th and 28th days of March, 
1838; and its happy ending a month 
later on the battlefield of Las Flores, 
& small Indian pueblo near the pic- 
turesque ruins of the Mission of San 
Juan Capistranv. The war was be- 
tween Californians. 

It was a local and sectional affair. 
The Supreme Government of Mexico, 
then headed by Bustamente, took no 
active hand in the controversy be- 
yond the naming of one of the rival 
Governors. 


Mariano G. Vallejo and the able, am- 
bitious and progressive young Repub- 
lican, Juan Bautista Alvarado, then 
Governor of Alta California, by right 
of sword. The people of the two sec- 
tieme were arrayed almost solidly 
against each other, though bound to- 
gether by the ties of blood and mar- 
riage, bonds of social life and inti- 
mate friendships, and a hearty com- 
radeship born of past struggies for 
the honor, the ndependence and glory 
of their belov country. 

The war of 1838. memorable in the 
annals of California, had its 
origin in the revolution of 1836, on 
November 5 of that year, after a brief 
and bloodless struggle at the presidio 
in Monterey. Nicolas Gutierrez, then 
the Governor of the Territory, 
force of arms deposed from 
& party of revolutionists bed by Juan 
Bautista Alvarelo and Jés6 Castro 
and was sent away to his home in 
Mexico—an event which caused much 
rejoicing among the native sons of 
the North, and was celebrated at the 
capital after the fashion of those 
halcyon days by fiestas and fandan- 


goes. 

The splrit of independence of Mex- 
ico, fanned by the American 
was funning high in the North. A 
Lone Star Flag, like the Texan, was 
actually prepered, and the project of 
raising it over the presidio at Mon- 
terey was seriously discussed: but 
that premature ensign of independence 
was never unfurled to the sunlight 
and breeze. . 

On the next day, November 7. the 
Most Excellent Diputacion adopted a 
declaration of independence, called 
“Plan de Independencia Californiana.” 
prociaiming substantially that “Alta 
California is declared independent of 
Mexico until] the Federal system of 
1824 shall be reé@stablixhed.” that ‘‘the 
religion will be Catholic Apostolic Ro- 


man, without admitting the public 
worship of any other, but the govern- 
ment will molest no one r his pri- 


vate religious opinions;” that “a con- 
stitution shall regulate all hes of 
the administration provisiofially:” that 
while this plan is being carried out, 
“Don Mariano Gaudeleupe Vallejo 
will .be. called to the comandencia 
general;”’ and that the government be 
administered, temporarily, “by the

President Castro announced in a 
proclamation that the diputacion, the 
supreme legislative body, had decreed: 
“The constituent congress of the free 
and sovereign State of Alta California 
is hereby declared legitimately 
stalled.” Th's was followed quickly 
by another proclamation from Cnraatro, 
congratulating the people on their es- 
cape from. tyranny, and closing with 
these outbursts of enthusiasm: “Viva 
fa Federacion! Viva la libertad! Viva

On the 6th day of January, 1838, 
Carlos A. Caritllo was inaugurated 
Governor at Los Angeles, taking the 
oath of office in the presence of the 
ayuntamiento and alf the people, The 
occasion was marked by great demon- 
strations of enthusiasm and rejoicing 
—salvos of cannon, fearting and danc- 
ing. and three nights of illumination 
of the city. In his Inaugural address, 
Don Carlos said, among other things: 
“The end of all our trouble has come, 
the political sea is calm, nothing but 
happiness aheal. Your wishes are 
fulfilled, now that a Californian rules 
California.

Easton of this city is 
president. The sale. which involves an 
agkregate consideration of $1,200,000, 
was made through the escrow depart- 
ment of the Tithe Insurance and Trust 
Company. Accounts of the negotia- 
tions leading up te this mammoth 
transaction appeared some time ago in 
The Times. 

The purchasing company is a Mex- 
ican corporation with headquarters at 
Cocopa, Lower California, on the line 
of the Inter-California Railway. and 
having offices in the Central building 
in thie city. The title was transferred 
by the Colorado River Land Company 
of Los Angeles. The principal owners

packer, and Robert Pringle also of 
Chicago. 

Coincident with the purchase, the 
buyers also leased 200,000 acres of the 
same ranch property, the latter lands 
practically surrounding the tract 
bought. The whole is in the richest 
portion of the Colorado River delta. 
An expenditure of upwards of $2,000,- 
which will include the planting of fully 
15,000 acres of cotton duri the next 
year, together with the iay out of 
»the townsite of Cocopa as a business 
center for the district. 

The buying company announces that 
although the purchase was made pri- 
marily as a permanent investment, « 
portion of the leased lands may be re- 
leased to settlers and that probably 
&@s much as 5000 acres of the puréhased 
area may be sold in small tracts, 

Careful investigations by experts in 
| the employ of the Imperial Valley 
Land and Company have re- 
vealed that t delta lands just ac- 
quired by ft are In many respects su- 

or even to the famous lands of the 
Nile delta. Soll, water facilities and 
accessibility to proper markets 4re all 
factors which are apparently in’ favor 
of the great Mexican cotton. lands. 
It is declared that the lands are per 
fectly adapted to the cultivation of the 
Mit Afifi cotton. a Nile staple whieh 
sells in the United States at as high 
as 30 cents a pound. 

The first cotton Was planted in the 
Colorado delta three years ago, ten 
acres being set out 4s an experiment. 
Eight hundred acres were planted last 
rear, and this year 16,000 ecres are be- 
ng picked and ginned for the Coast 
market. It is confidently expected that 
over 100,000 bales of cottbn will be 
shipped from the valley next year, and 
it is estimated that the delta lands 
can be made to produce four times 
the crop per acre as the cotton belt 
lands of the United States, The gen- 


‘eral introduction of Nile cotton f« also 


expected to eventually double the in- 
come on the basis of weight as between 
the Egyptian varie-y> and the ordinary 
Ainerican staple. 

The significance to Los Angeles of 
this development can only be realised 
when the development to date of the 
Imperial Valley this side of the Inter- 
national line with its ‘consequent de- 
mands upon the wholesale and business 
houses of this city are remembered 
and taken inte consideration.

MEXICAN STATE OF SONORA . 


IS MINING-MAD JUST NOW. 


Exico CITY, Sept. §.—More. at- 

tention is being paid to mining all 

over the big Mexican State of So- 
nora just now than ever before. This 
applies both to the old camps, by 
some experts condemned as worked 
out years ago, and to the virgin or haif- 
prospected domains which have been 
brougi.. into commercia| touch by tne 
extension of railway lines and the elim- 
imation of all cause for concern on ac- 
count of the erstwhile hostile bands 
of Yaqui renegades who infested the 
region. 

Most conspicuous of all the more ven- 
erable districts which in past epochs 
have chalked up to their credit un- 
counted tonnages of rich consignments 
to market is Cananea, whdse proved 
area of twenty miles in length Is grad- 
ually and logically being extended by 
systematic exploitation.

BUSINESS ACTIVITIES. 

The business interests of Highland 
Park are well represented and are well 
patronized by the home community. 
Several new lines have been added 
within the last two years and others 
have bulldings in the course of con- 
struction. 


ARROYO SECO PARK. 

One of the great attractions of High- 
land Park is in the beautiful cafions 
and wooded slopes of the Arroyo Seco, 
which the city and county of Los An- 
geles are trying so hard to secure for 
@ park, to be maintained in its natura! 
grandeur, free from the vandal orna- 
Mentations of man, as the play 
ground for the millions who will live 
here in the future. Could the various 
attractions of the proposed Arrvyo 
Beco Park be fully known there would 
be little délay in acquiring the proper- 
ty from Sycamore Grove to the moun- 
tains. In order to fully appreciate its 
charm a trip on horseback or on foot 
is necessary; and those who have 
walked the whole distance are not 
aware of weariness ugtil they have 
reached the end of their journey. The 
elements that miade this district must 
have been controlied by a mighty 
hand, and there were chiseled out of 
the hills vast amphitheaters with deco- 
rations of lfving green harmonizing 
with the coloring of the flowers. The 
chasm, or lower valley of the Arroyo 
Seco, which is particularly desirable, 
extends from Sycamore Grove in High- 
land Park, to the end of the stage 
road in the gorge beyond Devil's Gate. 
The distance is about ten miles. The 
little nooks and mesas abound in wild 
flowers, some of the most gorgeous 
specimens to be found in the State of 
California. There are horseshoe bends, 
amphitheaters, cataracts and mysteri- 
ous si@e cafions. Some places are nar- 
row, others widen into meadows ofr 
savannas. North of Pasadena the Ar- 
royo Seco takes its rise in the Sierra 
Madre Mountains, which forms a part 
of the t Ban Gabriel forest re- 
serve. ie is a national park of 500,- 
000 acres. Trout streams, fern-embow- 
ered cafions and waterfalls are found 
everywhere and there is a dense for- 
est, some of the trees being of huge 
size and the growth of vegetation lux- 
uriant. In these wooded gorges and 
near the sparkling springs may be 
found many visitors and the govern- 
ment has wisely itted mountain 
resorts to be established with proper 
restrictions. Thus it will be seen that 
the city of Los Angeles has one of the 
largest parks in the world right at 
hand and maintained without tocal 
taxation. This is one of the most po- 
tent arguments in favor of securing 
the Arroyo Seco at once to insure the 
connecting link. 

THE SOUTHWEST MUSEUM. 

Overlooking Highland Park and the 
Arroyo Seco is to be bullt a splendid 
southern museum. A magnificent site 


of thirty-eight acres, which fully jus- 


tiies ita promise of being an ideal lo- 
cation, has been secured. This is an 
acropolis in the valley of thé Arroyo 
Seco, in the northeastern part of the 


city of Los Angeles opposite the mid-| 


die of Sycamore Grove (now a city 


park;) the last hill on the weet side) 


{the Arroyo before reaching Highiand 
Park: a hill, which in front is over 
100 feet above Pasadena avenue, and at 
ita crest double that height. This val- 
ley is and always will be, the main ar- 
tery of travel between Los Angeles and 
Pasadena, which will soon be one con- 
tinuous city. The Pasadena car line 
on Pasadena avenue is a short block 
away from the front; the “yellow” car 
line to Highland Park a Garvanza 
runs on the same street, and forty 
feet from the proposed elevated tov er. 

There are probably not 2000 pecpie In 
Los Angeles who dream that within 
this busy city there is so marvelous a 
‘few as that which is swept by every 
portion of this hill. It looks down the 
valley over the city of Los Angeles 
and out to the islands of Santa Cata- 
lina and San Clemente; across to the 
wonderfu] hills which wall the Arroyo 


Seco from the east; straight down upon 


the little urban cameo of Highland 
Park, and then for ninety miles along 
the tremendous bulwark of the Sierra 
Madres from the Tejunga to San Ja- 
cinto. From an altitude of about 650 
feet, and a distance of eight miles, it 
commands the tremendous sweep of a 
mountain chain which at the nearest 
point is as high es Mt. Washington. 
At double that distanct Mt. Washing- 


}ton is only about 3000 feet above the 


viewpoint, so the visible height of this 
range from the Southwest Museulm hills 
is very nearly double the angle cut 
upon the horizon by the greatest peak 
in the East. But this is only part of 


the view. Thirty miles cast rise the 


Cucamonga peaks, and Mt. San An- 
tonio—from 8000 to 10,000 feet above the 


sea. And in the far distance are San 
Bernardino and San Jacinto, crowding 
the 12,000-foot claas. Denver, with 
its magnificent outlook -upon the 
Rocky Mountains, is not in the com- 
parison and no other American city 
dreams of such a view. The riee of the 
hili, and its contour, will be followed 
in the architecture: and while the 
complete museum will some time be of 
two rows of halls a hundred feet apart 
and 1200 feet long, besides the cross 
halls (at least si marking off the 
series of patios, th® general effect will 
be even more massive and varied than 
that of the Alhambra. It is the sefi- 
ous pledge of the Southwest Museum 
to give this community not only the 
noblest location occupied by any pubdb- 
lic bullding in America, but also the 
finest musem from the architectural as 
well as from the scientific standpoint. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 
Highland Park district of the city of 


Los Angeles is fortunate in having 
what we will call a boosting commu- 
nity whose every endeavor is to assist 
in the building up and beautifying of 
their homes end highways. 


Throughout the whole district every 


block is & panorama of beautiful homes 
whose grounds are beds of deep green, 
banked up by ali kinds of beautiful 
flowers and ferns and thickly shaded 
by semi-tropical trees. 


The streets are wide, well “kept, 


parked and iaid out in flowers, while 
the streets are nearly closed in and 
shaded by giant pepper trees and beau- 
tiful magnolias. Pasadena avenue is 
the main thoroughfare and on tne com- 
Pletion of the paving from Avenue 18 
to 50 will make it the best and most at- 
tractive boulevard in the South. The 
people deserve a great deal of credit 
for their push and energy in seeing 
that their district is made beautiful.

The only thing it does in- 
sure is that the men furnished to the employer shall have union cards in 
their pockets. Often unskilled workmen are furnished by the union and the 
employer is compelled to pay such men an equal wage with the skilled 
workmen, and even though such men should spoi] expensive material through 


On the other hand, when the union decides to demand an increase in 
wages the employer is told bluntly that he must grant the demands of the 
union or his place of business will he boycotted. He has no alternative. It 
makes no difference in what State-bis business is located, he must grant the 
demands at once or suffer the consequences. Recently it cathe to our notice 
that @ restaurant in a neighboring city was being boycotted by the union. 
We investigated and found that the proprietor, a man with very little money, 
bad just started in business for himself and was barely making a living. 
All his employees were paid union wages and working union hours, but were 
not members of the union. The proprietor was tbdid that he must conduct a 
closed shop or his place would be boycotted. He stated that he was willing 
to comply with the request. but put the matter before his employees. They 
declined to join the union. The proprietor refused to discharge his employees,

Killing Locusts in Austria. 

| “If the locust has left the United States it hasn't 
vecome extinct. Last year I saw them being killed by 
the millions in Austria, thirty or forty miles from 
Trieste,” said Alfred Darter of Des Moines. “We were 
going through the mountain country on a sightseeing 
tour. Two or three times during one forenoon our at- 
tention was attracted by crowds of boys in the fields. 
My curiosity got the better of me, and I learned that 
they were collecting locusts. It seems that the prov- 
ince of Goerz was literally overrun by these insects. 
The schoolboys had been organized into companies for 
the extermination of the locusts. 


“Each school was under the command of the master. 
The young locust fighters would scrape up the insects. 
with their queer-looking instruments and dump them 
into tin receptacles. Then the locusts would be scalded. 
The boys got about four cents an hour from the gov- 
ernment for the work, and prizes were given to the 
schools which captured the most locusts. I heard that 
about eleven or twelve carloads of the insects had 
been killed up to that time in that section of the coun- 
try.”"—[Washington Herald.

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(Ghosts Are Real Stujf. 
PHANTOMS NO LONGER MERE FIG- + 
MENTS OF IMAGINATION. 


By a Special Contributor. 


FTER all, it seems that there really are such 
A things as ghosts. Science at last accords them a 

somewhat belated recognition—though, of cvuurse, 
refusing to acknowledge that they are supernatural. 
On the contrary (according to the newly-acrepted the- 
ory,) they are to be classed as natural phenomena, 
chemical in character. — 

Why is it that ghosts, since time immemorial, have 
been so intimately assocfated with graveyards? Way 
is it that the dead in cemeteries are so universally be- 
lieved to “walk” at night? Why, when specters walk, 
are they so generally accustomed (in popular belief) to 

'_be sheeted—that is to say, clad in winding sheets— 
though nowadays people are nearly always buried in 
ordinary clothing”

These questions, and others equally interesting, in 
regard to phantoms, science is now for the first time 
prepared to answer. As to the first point, the repu- 
tation graveyards have for being haunted is attributable 
to the fact that ghosts, of the kiud now recognized as 
real, do actually and not infrequently walk about in 
such places. They are seen at night (rather than in 
the daytime) because their chemical constitution is 
such that they cannot be visible except in darkness. 
Finally, they are (or rather, appear to be) “sheeted” 
for the reason chat the gases of which they are com- 
posed—here we begin to come to the explanation— 
flicker and waver in a fashion suggestive of garments. 


For some reason not easy to explain, the dead are 
supposed to be hostile to the living. Few people there 
be who would not run, terror-stricken, from a ghost, if 
they thought they saw one. But, making all allowance 
for this fact, and for the influence of imagination, it stil}! 
seems strange that the conviction that a graveyard 
is a dangerous and dreadful place to venture into at 
night should be so widespread even among educated 
persons. Nobody objects to entering, or wandering 
through, a burying ground in the daytime—rather the 
contrary, indeed, most cemeteries being attractive spots. 
But at night it is different. 


The real cause of this fear lies in the circumstances 
that phantoms, for reasons presently to be made clear, 
and always have been, haunters of graveyards. 
_ People have been frightened by them time and time 

again, in such places. Other persons, who have not 

seen them, and who have professed disbelief, have nev- 
ertheless been influenced by testimony of the sort. Not 
often has anybody, witnessing a phenomenon of the 
kind, attempted to investigate it. Much safer does it 
seem under such circumstances to take to one's heels.

Nothing but the skepticism of science can fortify a 
man against the terror of such an experience. But, 
as it chanced, some years ago, a government anthro- 
pologist of high reputation (now connected with the 
Department of Agriculture.) Prof. W. J. McGee, had an 
opportunity to study this matter at first hand. He 
was living at the time in a small town, in the Middle 
West. where, only a few weeks earlier, a burglar, en- 
gaged in the exercise of his hazardous profession, had 
been shot to death. Hastily buried, he might have 
been expected to refrain from disturbing the commu- 
nity further—instead of which he proceeded to “walk,” 
his ghost being repeatedly seen by a number of reliable 
witnesses, stalking about the potter’s field, where his 
grave was located. 


Prof. McGee, being appealed to on the subject, in his 
c msented 


capacity as a scientific Investigator, finally 
to look into it He wer oO the potter’s fleld on a 
moontess night, sat low! from the 


‘candles in their ghostly hands when they walk about 


grave (carelessly left only half-filled up) which had 
been pointed out to him as that of the late burglar, 
and proceeded to wait for something to happen. Noth- 
ing did happen for quite a while, and he was just 
making up his mind that he had come on a fool's er- 
rand, when he descried a dim light immediately over 
the grave. As he gazed, it became steadily more vivid 
and distinct, appearing to hover in the air—a flame- 
like, restless thing, about the height of a man, and 
rather strikingly resembling the popular conception 
of a ghost. 


When he attempted to approach the strange object, 
it disappeared. He went back to the place where he 
had been seated, and it became visible again. Every 
now and then a gust of wind would seem to “blow it 
out,” and it would vanish for the moment, presently 
reappearing. Apparently\its movements were caused 
by the breeze, iis wavering suggesting drapery. But 
presently the professor saw another ghost, of similar 
aspect, not far away, and then another, and another, 
until there were at least half a dozen.

The marvel is that we 
from going off by spontaneous combustion, so ts 
while we are alive. When burned, these subs 
of course, convert themselves into gases, whig 
luminous. Under favoring graveyard conditions 
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off slowly, by evaporation, and not in any sea 
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declare that these unfortunates came at night to dance 
over the graves. 

Prof. McCabe found it impossible to get within a dozen 
feet of; any of the phantoms, which would always van- 
ish on his near approach. He is unable to explain this 
circumstance: but he became convinced through careful 
study of the apparitions that they were nothing more 
nor less than gaseous emanations of a self-luminous 
character. In all probability they were largely com- 
posed of phosphorous, derived from the dead bodies of 
people buried in the potter's field. 

Here, then, is an explanation of the reagon why 
ghosts haunt burying grounds. They are im fact a 
natural (not a supernatural) product of graveyards, as 
one might say. In the body of an adult human being 
there are fifty-five ounces of phosphorous, seven-eightha 
of this quantity being contained in the bones (where 
it goes to make phosphate of lime,) while there are 
four and a half ounces in the red corpuscles of the 
blood. and nearly half an ounce in the brain. 

The processes of decay set this phosphorus free in @ 
gaseous state—under which circumstances, atmospherk 
conditions being favorable, it is liable to produce, in 
the night time. effects such as those above described. 
As is well known, decomposing vegetable matter in 
swampy places yields an emanation that is highly phos- 
phorescent, causing the phenomenon termed “will-o’- 
the-wisp.” or “elf fire.” Is it not reasonable to sup- 
nose that there is some relation, in respect to cause, 
hetween the will-o’-the-wisp (which occasionally mis- 
leads unfortunate travelers into boggy places) and the 
“corpse candles” said to be often seen moving about 
in the mysterious and awesome darkness of cemeter- 
The “sheeted dead” are alleged to carry these

among the graves at night. 

The skeleton of an adult human being contains about 
four pounds of the metal calcium. This, in fact, is the 
most abundant metallic element of the body structure. 
In the fluids of the body, also, there is a good deal of 
it, But caleium and phosphorus, when combined, form 
a self-ignitible substance. Indeed. water will set it on 
fire. If a bit of calcinm phosphide be dropped into a 
saucer of water, it will instantly burst into flame. On 
which account, in the laboratory, to protect it from 
dampness, it has to be kept in an airtight jar. 

Three other self-ignitible substances, all of them 
metals, are contained in the human body. One of these 
(about two ounces in quantity) is the silvery-white 
magnesium—of familiar use for flaghlight purposes by 
photographers. The other two are sodium and potas- 
sium—rather more than five ounces of each. A piece

TORN DOWN TO EXTRACT THE YEL- 

LOW METAL. 
By Aloysius Coll. 

F stampede of two centuries ago to the upbuilding 

of a city of 20,000 inhabitants and then back to a 
ruins that is now razing to the ground for the grains 
of gold used in the haciendas and stores and offices and 
homes—such is the strange record of La Cienega, an 
adobe city in the Altar gold placer fields in north- 
western Sonora, Mexico. ; 

There have been scattered examples of buildings 
erected during a gold excitement and afterward razed 
to the ground for the gold found in the bricks or the 
cement, but Cienega is perhaps the only city in the 
world which was built up to house the seekers after 


gold, and then torn down for the-yellow metal in the 
walls of the people's homes. 


) 


ROM the lure of gold to the dust of gold, from the 


season, making it a real hardship to stay in Baludo 
during May and June. 

Up and down the cafion, which is not pronounced 
in its formation, so littie in fact that the criginal flow 
of gold is now found to be almost at right angles to the 
upper formations of the goid cement, known locally 
as “argamasa,” are the little gallus frames denoting 
the mines opened on the underground channel of rich 
gold-bearing formation. 

The fountain head of this flow of gold, which is found 
in flakes and grains and in nuggets up to a known 
weight of five and six pounds, was the old San Fran- 
cisco mine. This mine was discovered in 1799. A com- 
pany of soldiers had been sent out from Altar, the old 
capital city, to chastise the Seri Indians, the fierce 
tribe on Tiburon Island in the Gulf of California, and 
on the west coast of Altar, who are reputed to have 
eaten the heads of their victims. Today this tribe 
have only bows and arrows for their weapons, and 
greatly fear the crack of a rifle and the puff of smoke 
from modern guns. When the company of soldiers 
arrived at what is now Baludo, one of the soldiers dis- 
covered in a gulch a yellow tinge to the sands. 

The soldier reported the find to his commander, and 


to their homes in small numbers, but the gambuse 
continued to work farther and farther west, and & 
by little Cienega lost its prestige till it stood, long J 
of empty adobe buildings and offices, shaded by, 
giant date palms and fig trees that had been 
during prosperous times. 

The general aspect of the city today is that 
mounds of ruins, flanked by this rich verdure, | 
ticed heavy crops of fruit upon the trees. A big @ 
well is the old city’s chief asset today. From ¢ 
leads off a lagoon, forming a pretty lake, surrow 
by great trees and rich underbrush. But the ling 
streets have almost entirely disappeared. 

And why? Not Many years ago it was discov 
that the adobe walls of all the buildings were fm 
nated with gold. For the houses had been built of 
sands and clay on which the city stood, a part of% 
rich placers which have made the name of Altar 
mous the world over. The Mexicans had up to{ 
time no method of crushing the hard underground 
gamasa and could extract the gold only from the 
surface sand and gravel. But the adobe in the hb 
could be easily torn down and crushed, and the 
run over the crude dry-washing machines they 
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La Cienega is reached from the Southern Pacific’s 
Mexican railroad from Santa Anna, about seventy 
miles south of Nogales, on the Arizona border. From 
Santa Anna a stage runs thrice a week to Baludo, 
where the present gold excitement started two centu- 
ries ago, and now the center of operations which prom- 
ise to grow to enormous proportions within the year. 
The road winds through a fertile valley out of Santa | 
Anna for twenty miles, a valley golden with the stub- 
ble of wheat crops, and green with the verdure of irri- 
gation ditches. This farming district was made pos- 
sible by the richness of gold taken out of the Baludo 
and Cienega ground in the years gone by, the barons 
of those days having diverted a portion of their wealth 
into ranches and herds. Beyond this rich valley the 
highway leads through an arid, high plateau, only the 
ghosts of the ocatilla, the savage cholla and the dwarfed 
‘mesquite standing out on the withering sands and clay 
to mock the advance of man. The stage is hauled by 
four horses; the driver uses the lash from the start- 
away till he reaches the little adobe house where 
luncheon is served to the hardy that go into the field. 
Here the horses are changed, and again, after a twelve- 
mile gallop in the traces, the steeds are changed again, | 
this time for the last dash through a forest of giant 
mesquite trees, a-flutter with various species of Sonora | 
doves, quai] and rabbits. At Planceras a phenomenon 
in ancient history is passed. This is a mountain to the 
left. from the bottom to the summit laid out in ter- 
races by some ancient tribe, whether for the protection 
from enemies, escape from the marshy malaria of the 
rainy season or for religious ceremonials has not been | 
determined. Water for the Baludo field ts pumped six- 
teen miles from this spot, the line having been laid 
to supply the big stamp mill at El Tiro, the original 

operations at Baludo of modern times. | 

Baludo is a little mining camp today, with good 
stores, barber shops, drinking gardens where “La 
Fresea” is sold with other beverages, one or two sub- 
stantial buildings erected by the Llanos de Oro Com- 
pany and adobe and ocatilla homes. A hot wind, as 
if from a furnace, blows through the saddle of the

The sur- | 
face was worked extensively and then the “gambusi- | 
nos” having exhausted their resources, the ground was | 
taken up and shafts were sunk in the barder material. | 
In the meantime, the gambuscinos were we | 
westward. and finally made the discovery of placers at 
Cienega so rich that those in the San Francisco field | 
were immediately forgotten. The whole population 
flocked from Baludo to Cienega, so named because ghere 
was a swamp with water there. Not only. this, but 
thousands came from as far away as Durango, Chihua- 
hua, Sinaloa and southern Mexico, as the fame of the 
new Ophir was spread far and wide. Cienega arose in 
the valley, at the base of the hills, as a magic city. 
Streets were iaid out, homes arose, offices were estab- 
lished, a church was built, and within a short time the 
city had a population of 20,000 souls. It beeame the 
capital of the district, and gold poured out of it ina 
eonstant stream. From 1800 to 1844 the placers 
yielded abundantiy, the gold going out in bricks weigh- 
ing twenty-five pounds, which were shipped under 
guard on the backs of burros. It is estimated from 
documents and records that at least $40,000,000 worth of 
gold bullion was shipped in this way. Then followed 


as many as six times, the field was abandoned. Cien- 
ega became a deserted village. Street after street was 
depopulated. The buildings fell into. ruins. While 
this movement was in progress a band of Yaqui Indians 
captured the city. The inhabitants fled. A great quan- 
tity of powder was stored in the church. The Indians, 
not knowing this, entered, and one of them touched off 
the magazine with a torch. An_ explosion followed. 
The roof of the church and a portion of the walls were 
blown into dust, and forty Indians were killed. The 
Mexicans took advantage of this act of Providence.

GEN. HITCHCOCK’S DIARY. 


His WAY OF WINNING INDIANS’ CONFIDENCE. 
RESTORING A WOMAN TO HER TRIBE. 


tArmy and Navy Journal:] Giving to the white men 
the dubious honor of teaching the Indians the horrible 
practice of scalping, the editor of the diary of Maj.- 
Gen. Ethan Allen Hitchcock, United States Army, takes 
the reader over the early history of the ancestors of 
the subject of the volume. In the years just preceding 
the revolution, we are told here “the tomahawk never 
got rusty in the wilderness and the Governor of New 
Hampshire never ceased to pay a bounty for the scalps 
of Indians and Frenchmen. 


“Indeed so natural and legitimate. was this singular 
industry rewarded that an amendment was added to 
the bill offering a premium for the heads of wolves 
and panthers, so as to include the ‘enemy’s scalps.’ 
Scalping seems to have been the invention of the white 
men, who taught the Indians to scalp, that they might 
keep tally of their dead, and thus be entitled to their 
bounty.” In Buckle’s “History of Civilization,” vol- 
ume 1, can be found this: “Among the expenses of 
the war that the government laid before Parliament 
one of the items was for five gross of scalping knives.” 


Gen. Hitchcock, though unusually firm, was singu- 
larly winning and gentle in his dealings with the In- 
dians, and as one reads of the way he won over the 
most obdurate Indians to concord and amity one falls 
to speculating what would have been the history of 
our western frontier if he had been sent to settle all 
disputes. Patience was his predominating note with 
the Indians. First he would gain their confidence and 
then with the same patience with which he would teach 
a wild animal he would wear down their animosity 
toward the government. One incident of his life among 
the southern Indians shows how the happiness of even 
the humblest savage was never beyond his thought and 
care, and that he proved fully in his daily contact with 
the unfortunate

One day during his final successful! effort to close the 
Florida Indian war in 1843, Col. Hitchcock received a 
note from the Governor of Florida announcing that a 
lone Indian woman had been wandering among the set- 
tlers and could not give an account of -herself. Hitch- 
cock sent a@ man and a horse for her and a week later 
she was brought to camp. The soldier had found her 
surrounded by frightened white settlers, who in their 
alarm had put a rope around her neck. All the woman 
did in response to the threats was to burst into tears 
and cry incessantly. She was about 35 years old. 

When not spoken to she was quiet. Col. Hitchcock 
sent for a skillful interpreter, who tried all the south- 
ern Indian dialects, but could get no response. Col. 
Hitchcock was in a quandary, but one day he pointed 
to the fire and asked her what it was. She replied with 
a word which the officer recalled was of the Chippewa 
tongue. Col. Hitchcock had been long on duty among 
the northwestern Indians and picked up many words. 
He tells how the unfortunate woman's face lighted up 
when she heard the colonel use words she knew. Im- 
mediately he concluded she had _ strayed from the 
Northwest. On being ordered back to Jefferson Bar- 
racks, Hitchcock took the woman with his command 
and putting her on a trading boat, sent her a thous- 
a up the Missouri River, where she found her 
tr 


Of this incident the diary record of the officer says: 
“I have often gratefully thought that if | had not hap- 
pened to know a few Chippewa words she might have 
wandered on and on, a harmless derelict, til! she died 
of grief and starvation or became a victim to some 
party of enraged and ignorant people.” 


Hospital for Skyscraper. 

Owners of the large office buildings of Pittsburgh 
have agreed that each building in which there are 1000 
Or more office occupants daily shall be equipped with an 
emergency hospital, in which persons becoming sud- 
denly ill can be taken care of for the time.

FIGHTING ITs DEVASTATION IN THE 
NATIONAL FORESTS.

FIRE front a hundred miles wide has been sweep-

But the greatest fight of them al] is that which has 
been going on near the Canadian border during the 
past month, where the Forest Service fire fighters for 
the entire district were concentrated. Every able- 
bodied man available who would take employment was 
impressed. Finally all the United States soldiers in 
Montana and.Idaho. sixteen companies in all, were 
ealled and the battle has raged to the death. 

This year the death toll has been large, for the fires 
were in the mountain solitudes. Such quantities of vir- 
gin timber were_never before burned. The season has 
been the dryest for many years in the Northwest, and 
it is in the late summer and early fai) when the ground 
is strewn with dead leaves and twigs that the danger 
is greatest.

forces during the worst of the fight. Incidentally they 
have called attention to that fire company which the 
sovernment mainta'ns for this very purpose and which 
ic the greatest force ofits kind in the world. 

For a month the fires have raged in the biggest and 
most isolated forests of them all—those at the northern 
end_of the Great Rocky Mountain chain in the United 
States. where Montana, Idaho and Washington near 
Canada. The Clearwater National Forest in Idaho has 
suffered. On the Flathead Indian reservation in Mon- 
tana the demon has stalked abroad as he has in the 
Lewis and Clark forest. The Glacier National Park, 
newly created, has been threatened. The losses on 
privately-owned holdings in the State of Washington 
are without a precedent. As early ae July the owners 
of timber in Michigan and Wisconsin reported that 


During other seasons in recent years the Forest Rang- 
ers of the government have succeeded in keeping down 
the losses on the national forests and the greatest dam- 
age has been done to private holdings. But this year 
the fire has run riot throughout the land, and the vigi- 
lance of the professional fighters, while holding it in 
check, has not been able to completely avoid its devas- 
tation. 

Of all the fire-fighting brigades in the world that 
maintained by this government is the largest, the 
quaintest, and most hedged about with that air of ro- 
mance and adventure that makes it attractive. The 
fire station is a log cabin high up in some mountain 
range. The fireman is the graduate cowboy turned 
ranger, and his equipment is a mustang pony, an ax, 
and a shovel. The fire stations are to be encountered 
once in forty mites, and the force at a given station 
is one ranger. 

Yet with this sort of an arrangement there is an area 
covered amounting in al! to 168,000,000 acres and ex- 
tending from Mexico to Alaska. To cover it there are 
180T men, rangers, assistant rangers and. guards. 
Henry 8. Graves, chief of the Forest Service at Wash- 
ington, is also chief of the big fire department. 

The firemen are grizzled sons of the West, adapted 
to a new service and bringing to it the daring and 
courage and resourcefulness that have been parts of 
their past lives and setting these to battle for a day or 
a week or a month with a flame creeping up a cafon 
in the wilds that happen to be under their protection.

Death came to between 1200 and 1500 people in a 
fire that destroyed Peshtigo, Wis., and other towns in 
the same neighborhoo! in 1871. The flames bore down 
on Peshtigo, taking the people unawares, and more 
than half of them perished. So completely was the 
whole State demoralized by the tragedy that the num- 
ber of lives lost was only roughly estimated. 

The most tragic chapter in the story of fire destruc- 
tion in recent years is that of Hickley, Minn., which 
Was written in 1894. Fire had smoldered unnoticed for 
weeks on the outskirt of the town and could have 
been extinguished at any time, but the people were 
careless. Then of a sudden a strong wind whipped the 
flames into a fury and the town caught fire, 418 of its 
inhabitants perishing; a damage of $25,000,000 was 
done. 

Congress annually appropriates a snug sum of money 
for the fighting of forest fires. This season that sum 
was exhausted in the very midst of the biggest batties 
in the Northwest. There is a law which stipulates that 
a Cabinet officer creating a deficit has violated the law 
In the face 
of this law Secretary Wilson has ordered the expen- 
dituré of additional sums of money in fire fighting. The 
iseal vear does not close until June 30, 1911, and 
deficits are not reckoned until that date. Congress in 
the meantime’ meets and will make good the money 
expended and the shortage will not exist.

At the Department of Agricultere three scientists are 
engaged in the interesting occupation of examining 
the contents of the stomachs of birds) They have done 
nothing else for the past-two years. They are trying 
to find out whether certain birds are the friends or 
enemies of farmers. Special agents in the field slay 
the birds by the hundred and ship their stomachs to 
Washington in alcohol. These are microscopically ex- 
amined by the three scientists who tabulate everything 
they find. 


, The results have been surprising. By this method it 
has been discovered that hawks and owls are not the 
wicked birds of prey the farmers thought them ta be. 
In the old days the farmer took keen satisfaction in 
shooting these supposed marauders. Now the intelli- 
gent agriculturist protects these birds. He realizes that 
although they may occasionally kill a chicken, they 
perform: valuable service in hunting the voracious ro- 
dents which destroy alike grain products, young trees 
-and eggs of birds. 

Three women have recently come to the front in the 
government service by reason of exceptional ability or 
the performance of unusual duties” They are Miss 
Anna H. Shortridge of the State Department, Miss 
Margaret Kelley of the Treasury Department and Mrs.

We had learned from 
our hosts that the place had originally been the resi- 
dence of a retired Spanish governor, who was forthwith 
most realistically portrayed by our star actor. welcom- 
ing an envoy (myself) from the ruler of a neighboring 
province (heavy father,) with reference to a matrimo- 
nial alliance between the ruler’s son (heavy lead) and 
the Governor’s daughter (Sylvia.) Sylvia, of course, 
till then fancy-free, had the lack of consideration to 
fall in love with a quite unknown young man who was 
attached to the envoy’s party in the capacity of vaque- 
ano, or guide (a character naturally apportioned to the 
juvenile lead,) thus leading to much bloodshed be- 
tween the two rivals, an elopement after the manner 
of young Lochinvar, and the final return to the pater- 
nal mansion after a voyage in which Lochinvar had 
amassed untold wealth and fame, for his father-in-law 
and himself, by the exploits of a Columbus and a Cor- 
tez and a Pizarro rolled into one. There was also a 
by-plot involving love passages between the Governor's 
wife (leading lady) and the envoy—altogether it was 
an improvization that we looked back upon afterward 
as being very far beyond our ordinary uninspired capa- 
bilities, and some whisps and shreds of the atmosphere 
of old Spain must surely still have been clinging to 
those marble columns. For though most of us could 
muster a few phrases of Spanish, and one or two were 
fluent in it, the others had to vamp—and yet they surc- 
ceeded in achieving some sort of sonorous patter that 
conveyed their meaning and might almost have passed 
for that musical tongue to one who was ignorant of 
both Spanish and English. 

_Ah well, it was a more harmonious performance than 
the regular one we gave that evening. For having re- 
gained (“overtaken,” the star said, but that was an ex- 
aggeration,) our special, and arrived in the town. we 
entered upon a heartrending experierce. The “elegant 
operahouse” of our misleading adviser guttered down, 
in sordid actuality, to a wooden shed labeled “opry 
House” in black lettering on a dirty white signboard. 
There were only two dressing-rooms, so that we had 
to make up on the stage, and take it in turns to use the 
dressing-rooms only when privacy became indispen- 
sable.

TERRITORY OF TEPIC. 


By a Special Contributor. 


. LTHOUGH the conquistadores made their way to 
A the coast of the Pacific Ocean in what is now the 
Territory of Tepic early in the sixteenth century 

and soon after the fina) defeat of Montezuma and his 
hosts, and although from the standpoint of the Span- 
ish occupation this section is one of the oldest in Mex- 
ico, yet it is one of the least known to the outside world. 
Nearly a hundred years before the Pilgrims landed at 
Plymouth the hardy pioneers who fought under Cortez 
brought the standard of Spain across the lofty and 
rugged mountain barrier that separates the west coast

trip on foot between the city of Tepic and San Blas 
is in fact preferable to one by stage. 


Besides the route by way of steamer to San Blas and 
diligencia from there to Tepic, the only other means 


is by stage to San Marcos, which is the present termi- 
nus of the line from Guadalajara which will form part 
of the Southern Pacificc-. “Guaymas-to-Guadalajara”™ 
route, now under construction and which will probably 
be completed inside of two years. The gap between the 
terminus of the line that is coming south and the one 
that is being built northward is not a large one so far 
as mileage is concerned, being only about 140 miles, 
but the route lies threugh a very rugged mountain re- 
gion, presenting some difficult engineering and con- 


fully surmounted. Work is 
from both ends, and all that money and skill can do 
is being done to connect the ends of the road. 

The stage trip from Tepic to the terminus of the

of Mexico from the great inland plateau and set it up 
at Tepic, at San Blas and at other points northward 
as well as southward. These cities had nearly a cen- 
tury to their credit before New York or Boston or 
Philadelphia, or Chicago or Los Angeles, had been 
heard from, and from a bistorical as well as scenic 
and climatic standpoint, possess much of interest te 
the visitor. 

The reasons for the lack of genera) knowledge with 
regard to this portion of the republic are not difficult 
to understand. The city of Tepic is situated in a vast 
mountain valley some forty miles distant from the port 
of San Blas, at the mouth of the Santiago River. What 
is called a good wagon road connects these places, and 
regular stages are run between the two points except 
during the height of the rainy season, when al] traffic 
is by mule. It is a ten or twelve-hour journey by 
diligencia from San Blas to Tepic, but I have yet to 
hear of any one who has taken the trip for mere pleas-

Steamers call at the port of San Blas with frequency 
and a very considerable freight business is transacted 
at that place, the exports of coffee, tobacco, sugar, 
hides, etc., amounting to a large tonnage annually. In- 
deed, the roads from Tepic, Santiago Ixcuintla and 
other interior points to San Blas are constantly crowded 
with pack trains, unwieldy ox carts, and heavy mule- 
drawn wagons, loaded with the products of the country 
and destined for some foreign port. It naturally fol- 
lows that during the long, dry season, reaching from 
early in October to the middle of June, the roadways 
become badly cut up and worn into ruts, the*dust be- 
comes a foot or more deep, and as the oiling of high- 
ways as practiced in California is unknown here, one 
can imagine the discomforts incidental to a journey by 
diligencia over such a thoroughfare. No one who has 


through a wonderfully interesting and fertile country, 


not had the experience can imagine what it is like. A

road where trains are taken for Guadalajara requires 
the whole of one night, all of one day, and half of the 


next night. This fact is sufficient to demonstrate that 
no mere pleasure-seeker would hazard such a journey. 
The best method to reach Tepic, from California at 
all events. is to take the Southern Pacific road, a 
through sleeper from Los Angeles to Mazatlan leaving 
the Ange! City every evening. It reaches Tucson or 
Benson the evening of the following day, crosses the 
line at Nogales the same night, and arrives at Guay- 
mas early the following morning. Northern Sonora is 
traversed during the night, and one who desires to see 
that interesting region should halt at Hermosillo, which 
is passed about midnight, or stop off at Guaymas and 
take the time eeeded for a thorough inspection.

Leaving Guaymas early in the forenoon, after a stay 
of an hour or so, during which if the traveler be wise 
he will breakfast on the sleeper, the train passes

So far the major portion of development has been 
confined to the State of Sonora, which has always been 
a more or less favorite field for California enterprise 
more especially in the mining industry. Within the 
past four or five years,. however. this State has heen 
made the location for several extensive irrigation and 
subdivision schemes, dnd many Americans made 
their homes there and are successfully engaged in 
agriculture and forticulture. 

Subsequent to the opening of the Southern Pac'tfie 
road from Guaymas to Culiacan, Americans began com- 
ing into the State of Sinaloa. and now a number ofjen- 
terprises under their management are under way 
of them centering about Culiacan, the capita) of 
State. It is possible yow to obtain tracts of any de- 
sired size, from five or ten acres up, provided with 
facilities for irrigation, for from $20 an acre upw: 
and these lands are the equal of any in California i t 
are held to be cheap at $100 an acre. On such lands 
always two crops and sometimes three can be crown 
in a single twelvemonth, dependent upon the industry 
and enterprise of the owner. I know of an American 
farmer near Culiacan who has realized $200 (Mexican) 
an acre from a crop of sugar cane grown on $5-an-#re 
land, and of this $300 at least half, or $75 gold. was 
‘net profit. I have been told of another American who 
raised a crop of corn which brought him $100 (Mexican) 
an acre, or $50 gold, on land that cost the farmer $°0 
gold, and similar instances might be mu!t!- 
plied.

Prosperity Colony. 


About fifty miles south of Culiacan is a colony com- 
posed entirely of Americans, known as La Prosperidad. 


Many Californians are members of this colony, though 
it has members all over the country. It is a semi- 
cooperative affair, though individual ownership of 


lands is permitted, the area allowed to each being lim- 
ited to twenty acres. Already there are a goodly num- 
ber of members on the ground, clearing their land and 
preparing it for crops. - 

The colony tract comprises some 100,000 acres and 
extends from the foothills on the east to the waters 
of the gulf on the west. Separated from the main- 
land by estuaries “are some islands on which oysters 
abound, while the water teems with fish, turtle, ete. 
These waters have been set aside as a reservation se- 
cure from exclusive concessions to any one, the inten- 
tion being that for all time they shall be free to al! to 
obtain: fish, oysters, ete.. for individual use. 

It is. the intention of the colonists to raise vegetables 
for the California or eastern market. They can put 
melons, tomatoes, ete., on the market weeks in advance 
of any other locality to the north. In the month of 


April last a shipment of melons was reported in The: 


Times to have heen made from a point fn the State of 
Sonora, and ft was stated that these being the first in 
the market, were sold to the proprietor of one of the 
large Los Angeles hotels for $41 the crate, there being 
no more than nine melons in the shipment. From 
Prosperidad and other points south it is possible to ship 
melons a month or six weeks ahead of those from So- 
nora. Indeed, there is no reason why they could not 
be shipped every month in the year if it were desired. 
In the early part of March cantaloupes and watermel-

@ people live, the more action there is in their lives, the 
more their language must change. 

Hebrew had Coptic words, Philistine words, Babylon- 
ish words, in it. Greek had Syriac words, Sarmatian 
words, Dacian words, all through it. English has 
words taken from every language of this age and al- 


most from every dialect. The Greek and Roman ships 


traded with cities on the shores of the Mediterranean 
and a little with those along the west coast of Europe. 
The sailors brought back to Athens, Corinth or Rome 
new words, which became incorporated into Greek and 
Latin. For nearly 400 years English ships have been 
trading with all parts of the globe, and the sailors have 
brought home a hundred words to one the Greek and 
Roman picked up. English-speaking people have colo- 
nized the world and now govern close to half the pop- 
ulation of the globe. They founded the United States, 
which now with 90,000,000 inhabitants, made up of a 
mixture of nearly all the Aryan race, fill a continent. 
Here the language came into contact with a thousand 
new objects, and was called upon to give voice to emo- 
tions, impressions, thoughts, sensations not known be- 
fore. The various nations which go to make up the 
American people brought into the language new modes 
of expression, new turns of thought, new emotions of 
the soul, and impressed those on the speech of the 
people of the United States. 

You could no more expect the people of America to 
go on using the speech of Shakespeare and Milton than 
you can expect them to be content with the dialect of 
Caedmon the Saxon, or Piers Plowman. We know that 
here in California the language of Washington 
Irving, of Nathaniel Hawthorne or of Daniel Webster 
would not begin to serve our absolute needs. The 
Spanish had been here before us, and nature in her pe- 
culiar phases had heen here before Cabrillo. The abo- 
rigines were on the spot and had developed their mode 
of life and views of nature. When the first Americans 
came to California they were a live people and brought 
a live tongue with them. They took the impressions 
of the new life into their minds, and these were re- 
flected in their language. A New England farm was 
not a ranch, and the word for the one could not ex- 
press the other. A New York farmyard was not a 
stock corral, and the word for one would not stand for 
the other. There are no dry beds of creeks in eastern 
States, so it was natural for us to adopt the word 
arroyo. A little gully in Connecticut is not like a great 


California barranca. 


Railroads were first operated in England. When 
they were taken over to France and Germany they took 
their vocabulary with them. Ticket is heard all over 
the continent. The cars were called wagons, and so 
they are in French, a tongue in which “w” is an alien 
sound. The combinations are sometimes queer, as 
witness “wagons-lits” for sleeping cars, literally wagon- 
beds. Street cars, too, crossed the English Channel to 


_ the continent, so they are trams. — 


We have a French word “ennui” jn our tongue, they

or Teuton people. We would not care to confess that 
the French are borrowing our word “graft” for a like 
reason. But anyway this vocable and many others 
which have their origin in America are finding their 
way into the languages of the world. The slang use 
of words is another case in point. The learned per- 
son who is Chief of Police of Los Angeles objects to 
the use of “dope” by newspaper reports. Two years 
ago it was scarcely heard. It is now of daily occur- 
rence in the news columns, creeps into the editorials, 
and is heard from the’pulpit as well as from the ros- 
trum. It is different from straight, simple, accurate in- 
formation. No one would think of saying it was “dope” 
to say a building is ten stories high, or that the police 
Office is on First street. “Dope” means the use of 
words in the sense of Rochefoucauld, “to conceal 
thought.” When the politician, the criminal or any 
one does not dare tell the truth and shame “Dismal! 
Dis” he resorts to “dope.” He uses circumlocutions, 
tergiversations and tortuous expressions that cannot 
be branded with Col. Roosevelt’s short and ugly 
word, but yet they do not convey any clear concep- 
tion of the truth. It is a figurative use of language, 
but that is not against it. The ardent lover is the 
burning one, and the courageous man is the man of 
heart. The rosebud mouth is not a flower. But figura- 
tive use of language is a subject worthy an article for 
itself.

The young locust fighters would scrape up the insects 
with their queer-looking instruments and dump them 
into tin receptacles. Then the locusts would be scalded. 
The boys got about four cents an hour from the gov- 
ernment for the work, and prizes were given to the 
schools which captured the most locusts. I heard that 
about eleven or twelve carloads of the insects had 
been killed up to that time in that section of the coun- 
try."—[Washington Herald.

Among the social features of every winter are the 
masque and fancy-dress balls of one kind or another. 
Such are often given at the government house in Cal- 
cutta, at which times the hotels take on the appearance 
of the bewigged and bejeweled days of our forefathers. 
I recently attend such a ball held at the vice-regal 
mansion. The hall covered, I judge, at least half an 
acre, and four or five sets were on the floor at one 
time. It seemed as though all the world and his wife 
had come from pages of history and were going mad 
in the dance.

“They do it .all right, and no wonder, for they do 
little else.

I assure you, India 
is not a bad place for a woman, if she has an easy 
husband and money to spend.” 


The Natives and Society. 


Very few natives are admitted to the circles of 
, British society. The average Englishman looks upon 
the Hindoo as of a lower race than himself, and he 
will not allow him to be a member of his club, or 
to come to his house as a guest. This is especially 
true of the officials of the lower classes, but less so 
‘of those who are high up in the governiiient, although, 
even among these there is now and then an exception. 
A story is current here about a well-known officer of 
the army, who was riding on the cars in the same 
compartment with a cultured Hindoo. The army of- 
ficer had been hunting, and was tired out.

the British. This is one of the causes of the unrest 
of today. 

Even worse than the position of the Hindoos is that 
of the Eurasians or half-castes. These are the off- 
spring of East Indian women, and the various Euro- 
peans who have come here from time to time. Many 
are half Portugese, others half French and others half 
British, There are also quarter-breeds and eighth- 
breed, or Indian mulattoes and octoroons. But what 
ever the cross it is considered a disgrace by both native 
and foreigner. They are always well marked. The 
men are usually dark, and, although the women are 
beautiful and now and then fair, you can always dis- 
tinguish the Asiatic blood in their features. 

These Eurasians are usually subordinate clerks. 
Many of them go into trade and make money, and now 
and then one rises to honorable distinction. But they 
always flock by themselves, having their own society 
with customs the same as the English.

Knows LANGUAGES AND > 
SELLS CHOCOLATES. 


From a S pecial Correspondent. 
ONDON, Aug. 16.—Outside office hours business men 
of London have a wonderful and cheap method of 
absorbing culture. There is stationed on Lothbury, 

a street just behind the Bank of England, a paragon 
of learning with whom anyone desiring to improve his 
French, German, Spanish, Italian, Latin, Greek or 
English may converse by buying a penny-worth of 
chocolate. 

William Shepperly, a street seller of sweets (candy) 
is a. learned linguist. He was not always a hawker— 
that is obvious at a first encounter. His French he 
acquired as a part of che educational course at a Bel- 
gian college, where the English boys were fined, almost 
to the full amount of their pocket-money, if they spoke 
their native, tongue. From Belgium Shepperly passed

to Spain, and there, in the town of San Juan de Luz, 
where he was engaged as a correspondence clerk, he 
acquired a knowledge of Spanish. Latin and Greek 
were a part of his school curriculum, and Italian came 
to him by study. From his Dutch wife he acquired some 
facility in the language of Holland. 

Seven years ago Shepperiy found himself, no longer 
& young man, out of employment, at the end of his 
resources, and with no prospect of obtaining work. His 
wife and three young children were dependent on him, 
and he purchased a large tray, stocked it with choco- 
lates, and took up a position in the city. He has re- 
mained in Lothbury ever since, and would not change 
his way of living except for something absolutely per- 
Manent. 

Satisfied with an occupation that procures him a 
living, he has his books and his pen for intellectual 
companionship. Every morning he gets up at 3 o’clock 
in order to read and write for some hours before 
taking up his stand on the street. He has written four 
one-act and two four-act society plays, one of which 
has been highly praised by a leading London man- 
ageress and a leading provincial manager. ; 

His library is small but select; it includes a fine 
copy of “Oedipus Tyrannus” in the original; an ancient 
copy of Horace is another treasure. 

Recently Mr. Shepperly has been working hard to 
prevent the closing under the city of London Traffic 
act of certain thoroughfares in the “square mile” to 
street sellers. He has addressed to Mr. Churchill, the 
Home Secretary, a set of verses entitled “The Fishers 
of the Dead.” In these he anticipates the fate of an ex- 
soldier who became a coster, and was driven from 
his stand into a side street, where he had no oppor- 
tunity of selling his wares. In despair he commits sui- 
cide,-and the “Fishers of the Dead” find his body: 


“But an iron hand unfeeling 
Drove me from my humble stance; 
Knaves could plot and thieves go stealing. 
Honest hearts could have no chance. 
Poverty! Crime unforgiven; 
Sellers from the streets were banned— 
To a deeper miserey driven: 
Misery’s mates, went hand in hand. 
Homeless, friendless! Helter-skelter, 
Chased like felons from the street, 
To the casual ward for shelter 
Would-be workers turned their feet. 
“Peaceful art thou, crooning river, 
Kindly as a mother’s breast:

ROM the lure of gold to the dust of gold, from the 
stampede of two centuries ago to the upbuilding

hundreds of thousands of dollars on the surface, 
gold being picke’ up in grains and in nuggets running 
from the size of a pea to that of a big bean. The sur- 
face was worked extensively and then the “gambusi- 
nos” having exhausted their resources, the ground was 
taken up and shafts were sunk in the harder material. 
In the meantime, the gambuscinos were working 
westward, and finally made the discovery of placers at 
Cienega so rich that those in the San Francisco field 
were immediately forgotten. The whole population 
flocked from Baludo to Cienega, so named because ghere 
was a swamp with water there. Not only this, but 
thousands came from as far away as Durango, Chihua- 
hua, Sinaloa and southern Mexico, as the fame of the 
new Ophir was spread far and wide. Cienega arose in 
the valley, at the base of the hills, as a magic city. 
Streets were laid out, homes arose, offices were estab- 
lished, a church was built, and within a short time the 
city had a population of 20,000 souls. It became the 
capital of the district, and gold poured out of it ina 
constant stream. From 1800 to 1844 the placers 
yielded abundantly, the gold going out in bricks weigh- 
ing twenty-five pounds, which were shipped under 
guard on the backs of burros. It is estimated from 
documents and records that at least $40,000,000 worth of 
gold bullion was shipped in this way. Then followed 
an arbitrary decree on the part of the government, and 
the surface having been worked over in many places 
as many as six times, the field was abandoned. Cien- 
ega became a deserted village. Street after street was 
depopulated. The buildings fell into ruins. While 
this movement was in progress a ug Sy — Indians 
captured the city.

One day during his final successful effort to close the 
FPiorida Indian war in 1843, Col. Hitchcock received a 
note from the Governor of Florida announcing that a 
lone Indian woman had been wandering among the set- 
tlers and could not give an account of herself. Hitch- 
cock sent a man and a horse for her and a week later 
she was brought to camp. The soldier had found her 
surrounded by frightened white settlers, who in their 
alarm had put a rope around her neck. All the woman 
did in response to the threats was to burst into tears 
and cry incessantly. She was about 35 years old. 


When not spoken to she was quiet. Col. Hitchcock | 
sent for a skillful interpreter, who tried all the south- 
ern Indian dialects, but could get no response. Col. 
Hitchcock was in a quandary, but one day he pointed 
to the fire and asked her what it was. She replied with 
a word which the officer recalled was of the Chippewa 
tongue. Col. Hitchcock had been long on duty among 
the northwestern Indians and picked up many words 
He tells how the unfortunate woman's face lighted up 
when she heard the colonel use words she knew.

FIGHTING ITS DEVASTATION IN THE 
NATIONAL FORESTS.

Farming communities nestling in quiet 
valleys have offered their barns and haystacks to the 
demon. Millions of acres of standing timber of in- 
estimable value has been destroyed. A great black 
scar has been seared into the map of the nation.

snuffed out. Its people have been burned by the score 
as-they slept in their beds. Mothers with babies in 


their losses mounted into such millions as they had 
never lost before. Lands that they had bought for 50 
cents an acre, had held until they were worth §6 and 
were still holding for a greater lumber famine, are 
now denuded, are blackened wastes and worthless. 

But the greatest fight of them all is that which has 
been going on near the Canadian border during the 
past month, where the Forest Service fire fighters for 
the entire district were concentrated. Every abie- 
bodied man available who would take employment was 
impressed. Finally all the United States soldiers in 
Montana and Idaho, sixteen companies in all, were 
called and the battle has raged to the death. 

This year the death toll has been large, for the fires 
were in the mountain solitudes. Such quantities of vir- 
gin timber were never before burned. The season has 
been the dryest for many years in the Northwest, and

A fire brigade 5000 strong has for a month been 
wrestling with the demon of the flames in the great 
forests. The flames that have devoured the giants of 
the wilds have incidentally burned the good money of 
Uncle Sam, for it cost $10,000 a day to maintain the 
forces during the worst of the fight. Incidentally they 
have called attention to that fire company which the 
government maintains for this very purpose and which 
is the greatest force of its kind in the world. 

For a month the fires have raged In the biggest and 
most isolated forests of them all—those at the northern 
end of the Great Rocky Mountain chain in the United 
States, where Montana, Idaho and Washington near 
Canada. The Clearwater National Forest in Idaho has 
suffered. On the Flathead Indian reservation in Mon- 
tana the demon has stalked abroad as he has in the 
Lewis and Clark forest. The Glacier National Park, 
newly created, has been threatened. The losses on 
privately-owned holdings in the State of Washington 
are without a precedent. As early as July the owners 
of timber tn Michigan and Wisconsin reported that 


During other seasons in recent years the Forest Rang- 
ers of the government have succeeded in keeping down 
the losses on the nationa! forests and the greatest dam- 
age has been done to private holdings. But this year 
the fire has run riot throughout the land, and the vigi- 
lance of the professional fighters, while holding it in 
check, has not been able to completely avoid its devas- 


all the fire-fighting brigades in the world that 
maintained by this government is the largest, the 
quaintest, and most hedged about with that air of ro- 
mance and adventure that makes it attractive. The 
fire station is a log cabin high up in some mountain 
range. The fireman is the graduate cowboy turned 
ranger, and his equipment is a mustang pony, an ax, 
and a shovel.

That but few people perished 
in this fire is entirely due to the fortunate fact that it 
happened in mid-afternoon, while every one was up 
and about and ready to flee to safety. If it had oc- 
curred at night thousands of people would have per- 
ished in their beds. The loss was estimated at $10,000.- 
000, which figure is contrasted with $11,000 set aside 


| by the State Legislature for fighting fires. 


Practically the same condition had existed around 
the village of Metz, in Michigan, where the fires are 
yet hardly cold, and where twenty-seven people are 
known to have perished. This is the greatest tragedy 
of late years in connection with forest fires, but it is 
in no way comparable with some others that have hap- 
pened in the history of the country. 

Death came to between 1200 and 1500 people in a 
fire that destroyed Peshtigo, Wis., and other towns in 
the same neighborhool in 1871. The flames bore down 
on Peshtigo, taking the people unawares, and more 
than half of them perished. So completely was the 
whole State demoralized by the tragedy that the num- 
ber of lives lost was only roughly estimated. 

The most tragic chapter in the story of fire destruc- 
tion in recent years is tliat of Hickley, Minn., which 
was written in 1894. Fire had smoldered unnoticed for 
weeks on the outskirt of the town and could have 
been extinguished at any time, but the people were 
careless. Then of a sudden a strong wind whipped the 
flames into a fury and the town caught fire, 418 of its 
inhabitants perishing; a damage of $25,000,000 was 
done. 

Congress annually appropriates a snug sum of money 
for the fighting of forest fires. This season that sum 
was exhausted in the very midst of the biggest batties 
in the Northwest. There is a law which stipulates that 
a Cabinet officer creating a deficit has violated the law

PERSONS IN OBSCURE POSITIONS 
Wuo ARE OF GREAT SERVICE.

FEW weeks ago Secretary MacVeagh was going 
over the pay roll of the Treasury Department. He 
was looking for places to economize. His eye 

caught the names of Mary Conner and Elizabeth Hol- 
den, “waste-basket examiners.” 

“What's that?” demanded the Secretary. 

“They are the women who inspect the contents of the 
waste baskets,” was the reply. “They are paid $480 a 
year each, and as we received last year $1600 from the 
sales of waste paper which passed through their hands 
there would be no economy in dropping them. 

Secretary MacVeagh was interested. He learned that 
the two women occupy a room in the basement of the 
great granite building and that they spend the entire 
day mulling over the scraps of paper, red tape and 
other articles that find their way into the departmental 
waste baskets. They are experts in this humble call- 
ing. The paper is sorted according to its quality, and 
all bits of twine and rubber bands are thrown to one 
side. It takes the two women the greater part of the 
day to scrutinize the output of the baskets for the day 
previous. 

The chief purpose of this examination is to guard 
against the loss of money and valuable papers. It 
would be an easy thing for a bundle of bank notes or 
treasury notes to slip into a waste basket. The women 
have caught more than one valuable package of this 
kind. Also, they have a keen eye open for official let- 
ters, reports and other documents which have come to 
their baskets through the carelessness of clerks and 


messengers. 


On the top floor of the same building is a chemist 
who toils all day long amid samples of oleomargarine, 
near-butter and fake whiskies. The samples are sent 
to him by suspicious government agents who think 
the butter manufacturers and distillers are evading 
the law against adulteration. In addition to being a 
high-class chemist, this man is an expert witness. His 
skill in both lines recently won the government's suit

At the Department of Agriculture three scientists are 
engaged in the interesting occupation of examining 
the contents of the stomachs of birds). They have done 
nothing else for the past two years. They are trying 
to find out whether certain birds are the friends or 
enemies of farmers. Special agents in the field slay 
the birds by the hundred and ship their stomachs to 
Washington in alcohol. These are microscopically ex- 
amined by the three scientists who tabulate everything 
they find. 

The results have been surprising. By this method it 
has been discovered that hawks and owls are not the 
wicked birds of prey the farmers thought them to be. 
In the old days the farmer took keen satisfaction in 
shooting these supposed marauders. Now the intelli- 
gent agriculturist protects these birds. He realizes that 
although they may occasionally kill a chicken, they 
perform valuable service in hunting the voracious ro- 
dents which destroy alike grain products, young trees 
and eggs of birds. 

Three women have recently come to the front in the 
government service by reason of exceptional ability or 
the performance of unusual duties.

Later Secretary Knox informed 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Affairs that Miss 
Shortridge was a splendid lawyer and that he would 
not hesitate to intrust to her the preparation of the 
most important brief involving our foreign relations. 

Miss Margaret .Kelley was recently appointed “ad- 
juster of accounts” for the United States mints at a 
salary of $2000. This is a position that heretofore has 
always been held by a man. Miss Kelley is the high- 
est-pald woman in the Treasury ent. She 
has been virtually acting as director of the mints ever 
since A. Piatt Andrew was transferred from this post 
to that of Assistant Secretary ofthe Treasury. 


Mrs. Leroy has nothing to do except sign the name — 


of William H. Taft. This she affixes to United States 
land patents, for which service she receives $1200 a 
year. The position is a sinecure, and is given to the 
widows of officers who have served in the army and 
navy.

| GRADUAL PassING OF A NOTABLE { 
COMMUNISTIC SOCIETY. 


By a Special Contributor. 


OAR, O., for some eighty years the location of 

one of the most famous communistic colonies in 

the world, is beginning to change its old-time ap- 
pearance noticeably. The King’s mansion and some 
of the original log houses stil] stand, and seventy-five 
members of the Zoarite society still live here, but many 
of the unique old cottages are now being vacated, their 
former occupants having built modern ones, and the red 
tile roofs so long a feature of the general picture which 
the village presents, are much less in evidence. The 
old woolen mill has given place to an electric plant. 
Customs are changing and interest in the outside world 
and even in politics is increasing. 


~ 


Zoar for many decades attracted wide attention for 


two reasons. In the first place its existence as a com- 
munistic community was of unusually long duration. 
It was not unusual for such experiments to rise and 
fall within a decade, but here was a test of com- 
munism which endured for three generations. In the 
second place, its wealth as a society was remarkable. 


It is now but little more than ten years since the 
original idea of the community was abandoned and the 
property divided. Nestled amid rural and secluded sur- 
roundings in Tuscarawas county, the remaining ones 
of those who once composed the society are engaged 
chiefly in agricultural pursuits. They are generous and 
very hospitable not among themselves, but to visitors, 
and of a cheerful disposition. Those who knew them 
during the old communistic régime and at present say 
that they are much more contented and ambitious to- 
day than in the past. Not a few of them freely ad- 
mit that communism is a failure both from the stand- 
point of real equality and as an impetus to 

The settlement at Zoar was founded in 1817 by a 
band of German immigrants. These immigrants had 
separated themselves from the established church of 
Wurtemburg and were therefore known as “Separat- 
ists.” Like many seceding sects which have come from 
the Old World, they protested strongly against formal- 
ity and ceremony in religion, and like many other 
such sects of an earlier day were persecuted for differ- 
ing from the mother church, coming to America to seek 
freedom. 

Their first destination on this side of the Atlantic 
was at Philadelphia, where they were received by the 
Quakers. In the party were some 300. An advance 
band of thirty pushed westward to the present site of 
Zoar while the remaining tarried with the hospitable 
Quakers. 

The pioneers who preceded the greater number in the 
party to the beautiful spot in Tuscarawas county now

known as Zoar, built a log house similar to those of 
all earty settlers, In 1818 the remainder of the origi- 
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nal band of Zoarites arrived on the scene, and it was 


not long thereafter until a village of no small propor- 
tions for that day had sprung up. The town was called 
“Zoar,” after the city to which Lot of Bible times fled 
from Sodom and Gomorrah. 


The Zoarites acquired, soon after their arrival, 5000 
acres of land, and in 1819 formed themselves into the 
“Separatists’ Society of Zoar, 0.” Joseph M. Baume- 
ler, who became leader of the Zoarites, negotiated the 
purchase of the land from the government, obligating 
himself personally for the debt which was to be paid in 
full by 1830. 

Baumeler was a born leader, and from the very be- 
ginning was given the power of a king. All affairs of 
the society were placed in his hands and the property 
of the society was given in his name. Those who en- 
tered into the organization renounced all private own- 
ership of property both personal and real. They also 
agreed that if later any one should withdraw from the 
community, he could not regain any property he had 
turned over to the organization nor claim any compen- 
sation for the work he had contributed to date. It is 
said that this communistic plan was adopted partly

HE unusually high prices obtained ftecently for 

fine rubber and the favor this product has been 

enjoying for some time past as a medium for spec- 
glation and investment should lend interest to a brief 
description of a city which will probably export this 
year £25,000,000 worth of the product, and also to an 
account of the conditions incidental to its collection 
in the forests of the Amazon Basin. I therefore pro- 
pose to ignore a matter of some twenty-six days’ travel 
and, metaphorically, to put the reader down at the 
port of Manaos, 900 miles up the Rio Amazonas and 
§ degrees from the equator. 


The chief business district of the city is to the left 
of the landing wharves.

mek incessantly of the precious product, a not unpleas- 
ant smell, fresh, pungent, and aromatic, except when 
‘taucho” is being handled. Caucho is gum from a dif- 
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as a result of the question which arose as to the care 
of the infirm and aged among their number who were 
unable to support themselves. 

The government of the community after Baumeler’s 
death was reposed in three trustees and a standing com- 
mittee of five members. One each year of each body 
was elected by vote, the women having equal suffrage 
with the men. The trustees assigned the work each 
member was to do, provided them with food and cloth- 
ing and other necessities and comprised: the first court 
in the settlement of disputes while the standing com- 
mittee, when appealed to, reviewed the actions of the 
trustees and rendered final judgment. Civil suits in 
the courts were never resorted to. 

The food and clothing supplies came from one gen- 
eral store or supply-house, some rations being dealt out 
daily and others at longer intervals. Two suits a year 
were allotted each member and these for some time 
were restricted to brown or blue in color and all ap- 
pearance of finery or display in dress was frowned upon 
as being inconsistent with the plain life and the re- 
ligion h they held to. 

One pagent oa interesting features of the early 
life of this commpnity was the rule which .governed 
the education of children. Before they had reached the 
age of 5 years, every child’ was placed in the care of 
the trustees until he was 15 years of age. During this 
period the children lived in quarters built especially 
for housing them, there being one building for each 
sex. At the end of schooling period, they were re- 
turned to their parents. This custom, like some oth- 
ers of the earlier days of the society, did not prove a 
success, and was abandoned by general consent. 

Another interesting feature of the society’s early days 
was King Baufmeler’s proclamation against marriage. 
When later. however, the King himself fell in love with 
a@ young woman of the community and was married to 
her. he annulled the former decree. After the King’s 
death the board of trustees became the power which

route; a schoolmistress, a “Guardian of Orphans”* and 
his amanuensis, and a tal! negro dressed with incon- 
gruous elegance. 

On the lower deck the “seringueiros” who are being 
taken up to work the estate squat in groups with their 
wives and children. They are all from the State of 
Ceara, on the caast—small-boned, swarthy men with 
high, squat shoulders and melancholy black eyes, soft 
voiced and slow of speech. Their good ladies are sling- 
ing hammocks to hooks and rails provided for the pur- 
pose and gathering underneath them their little col- 
lections of household goods—sewing machines, bun- 
dies of paddles, cheap Belgian shotguns, gramophones, 
and odds and ends in boxes, bags, and baskets. Sev- 


eral nondescript dogs, blear-eyed and mangy, lie about: 


in every one’s way, and shrill squawks proceed from a 
collection of tin cages of periquitos. 


The days wear on, growing longer and longer in their 
monotony. The scenery, everlasting forest and water, 
soon palls on us, and we are glad when, with piercing 
shrieks from the siren, we halt at some small town or 
village, or clearing, to discharge a passenger or a few 
items of cargo. Occasional strife on the lower deck 
and some unpleasaniness on the upper, fortunately un- 
attended by any serious result, have enlivened one or 
two days, but most of the first-class passengers have 
now left. The tell negro, putting aside all pretence at 
civilization, has lowered himself and his baggage into 
a canoe that came alongside at our last stopping place, 
seized a paddle, and disappeared up a narrow winding 

A few days more and we reach our destination. The 
boundaries of the estate are marked, not perhaps with 
meticulous accuracy, by long, low “baracas” built above 
high-water mark, and hard by, on a short and narrow 
strip of sandy foreshore, an oasis of white in a desert 
of dull green dividing the fringe of undergrowth from 
the smooth-flowing clay-colored river, we deposit a 
“seringueiro” with his family, baggage, canoe, and dog. 
We ourselves disembark with them, while the steamer 
“gig-zags”’ across the river to discharge other and 
similar ménages at their appointed places. 

At the edge of the forest a small clearing has been 
made by felling and burning and a little hut erected, 
built of saplings and plaited palm leaves. Leaving to 
his wife the task of-furnishirg their new home, the 
“sgeringueiro” joins us in a struggle to enter into the 
forest along one of the rough estradas of glades that 
have been hewn for him by the path clearers. Stand- 
ing, uneasily conscious of many crawling horrors, on 
a fallen log, we listen while he names for our benefit 
the various species of trees around us. Soon he is cal- 
culating the probable number of rubber trees, though 
he does not ignore those that bear nuts or which he can 
tap for “copahiba” oil. 

But it is now getting dark, so stepping carefully into 
the Cearense’s cranky “montaria” we drop downstream 
to the “barraca” where it is intended we shal! pass 
the night, while the Cearense returns “home.” With 
the object of making us comfortable the syndicate has 


‘furnished the “barraca” rather more lavishly than is 


usual, and by the light of a smelly oll lamp we see 


‘two cane chairs, a rough table, our “redes” (hammocks) 


with their very necessary mosquito curtains, a big 
“bilha” of porous pottery wherein to cool our water, 
a small keg of “cachaca,” the native white rum, and 


.- some tinned food. We eat a supper of biscuits and 


pate de foie gras, and, naving nothing else to do, turn 
in. Wood mosquitos sing furiously outside the mos- 
quiteiros, ghastly noises come out of the forest, huge 
moths flutter round the turned-down lamp, but finally 
we sleep. 

At 6 o’clock next morning the seringueiro is rising 
ready-dressed from his hammock. His wife prepares a 


bowl of coffee; he takes a light “machete,” a stack of 
tijellinhas (rubber cups,) and plunges into the forest. 
Wreaths of early mist still hang about the treetops 
and is almost too dark to see the rough path, but it is 
not long before he stops at the foot of a tall, straight tree, 
the color of ash and of no great girth. At the height 
of his shoulder ae makes a light upward cut, just pene- 
trating the skin under the bark, and in the gash he 
fixes a rubber cup, propping it with a dab of mud if 
necessary. If the tree be of fair size he will repeat 
this simple operation two or three times; then he 
moves on to the next. , 

Here it may be noted that the collection of latex in 


| Brazil is not a question of walking, as in the orderly, 


orchard-like estates of the east, from one tree to its 
nearest neighbor, for that neighbor might be a coco 
palm. Rubber trees are found interspersed with others 
forming a larger or smaller proportion of the sur- 
rounding growth. Here and there they occur in clumps, 
but more frequently the tree is discovered, a solitary 
specimen in a crowd of other species. 

By now the sun has risen, and with it a light breeze, 
but neither is felt in the forest, with its still, dank air 
and its cool, earthy smell. As the rubber gatherer 
passes a clump of fern there is a sudden rustie near 
his bare feet, and a thick, short snake writhes away, 4 
blur of scarlet. High in the trees parrots scream and 
monkeys chatter. Then shafts of sunlight find their 
way through the tangle of branches overhead, and up 


and down them winged insects play. A huge dark-biue | 


butterfly flits heavily along the course of a streamlet 
and a hideous furry spider runs swiftly down a tree 
trunk. From a small bare spot beneath a giant tree 
stayed by girder-like roots, a pair of lizards, three feet 
long ang of iridescent coloring, scuttle away, rustling 
noisily through the undergrowth. Dragon files, ten 
inches long, hang apparently motionless in a patch of 
sunshine, théir transparent wings beating so rapidly 
as to be invisible; across a tiny natural glade two op- 
posing armies of large black ants maneuver in orderly 
ranks, waging devastating war: a flying beetle buzzes 
along, four inches in length, with a head like that of a

from its breast, a “bicho,”’ as the Brazilians call all in- 


sects, to be avoided. From an inland swamp, which 
will be a lake at high river, comes a chorus of sounds; 
it is the haunt of egrets and of the long-toed jacana, 
which apparently walks on the water. There also the 
“jacaré,” the Brazilian alligator, lies wallowing in the 
slime and waits for its prey. 


The last tree tapped brings the seringueiro out on 
to the foreshore, close to his hut, with a void in him 
that must somehow be filled. He is weither gourmet 
nor gourmand, and his imagination probably does not 
soar above rice, “xarque”’ (jerked beef,) “pirarucu” (na- 
tive dried fish,) and “farinha,” though occasionally he 
may taste a broiled fish of muddy flavor, or turtle, or 
turtle’s eggs baked in ashes and the yolk mixed with 
“farinha.” He eats, in fact, what he can afford to buy 
from the syndicate, eked out now and again by a little 
luck with his gun or fishing line. After his meal he 
rests in his rede for an hour or so, then sets out again 
to collect his rubber cups, carrying some sort of recep- 
tacle, usually an old kerdésene tin, in which to pour 
their contents. 


The seringueiro has about eighty trees, he thinks, to 
look after, some big, some little. The geography of 
his district is not yet quite clear to him, and he does 
not observe boundaries with any over-scrupulous accu- 
racy. Nor does his neighbor, but they manage not 
to quarre] about it. What he does not like, however, 
is the presence of Indians. This morning, he informs 
us, as he was approaching an outlying tree he saw two 
of them. a man and a woman, looking at’ his rubber 
cups. Hearing his approach, they fled. He speaks of 
them with contempt, but is evidently uneasy. “They 
carry these ‘sarabatanas,’” he complains, “and it is 
said that they eat people.” Sarabatanas are blow pipes 
from which they propel short hardwood darts, gener- 
ally poisoned. These are the Indians which the syndi- 
cate is supposed to convert. Were space as elastic as 
our subject we would recount some of the seringueiro’s 
experiences with this forest people, whom many con- 
sider quite harmless. They are, however, regarded as 
pests by seringueiros and estate owners, though the 
latter suffer more from the attentions of wandering 


Turkish Jews, who, having purchased or otherwise ac- - 


quired in Manaos a large canoe-load of cheap miscel- 
laneous goods, paddle their craft for months about the 
rivers in search of rubber for which to exchange them. 
Dodging the owner’s representatives they call upon 
some isolated seringueiro, display their wares, and en- 
deavor to entice him into parting with a few kilos of 
the owner’s rubber. It must be said, to the credit of 
the gatherers, that it is almost exclusively those who 
are vilely treated by their owners who succumb to

His day’s work is now done. Another scrappy meal,

We have seen him in favorable circumstances—his 
employers not too grasping and with no lack of trees 
to tap.

~beri; or rotten with snake bite; or burning and 
shaking with malaria; or a victim to a fierce onslaught 
of the “onca” (the Brazilian tiger, the anaconda, or 
the jacaré—all very real dangers. He works fairly 
hard in the unhealthiest of surroundings, and when, if 
ever, he gets home to Ceara, he spends his money as 
they usually spend it who risk most in earning it. 

» and an endless repetition of it on other parts 
of the estate, is the ordinary everyday experience of 
life on a Brazilien rubber estate. Both the labor and 
the risk become monotonous in time. Meanwhile, the 
rubber crops are gathered and find their way to the 
market, and few of the people who only know rubber 
from the point of view of its commercial uses give a 
thought to, or have any knowledge of, the primitive 
conditions under which a large proportion is produced. 

Manaos will export this year some 20,000 tons of 
rubber, worth, at present landing values, £25,000,000.

LTHOUGH the conquistadores made their way to

Territory of Tepic early in the sixteenth century 
and soon after the final de‘eat of Montezuma and his 
hosts, and although from ‘'.e standpoint of the Span- 
ish occupation this section is one of the oldest in Mex- 
ico, yet it is one of the least known to the outside world. 
Nearly a hundred years before the Pilgrims landed at 
Plymouth the hardy pioneers who fought under Cortez

At the same time the surrounding valleys will in time 
to come be the homes of a large population, who will 
derive comfort and pleasure in the cultivation of a soil 
of the kindest, in a climate that is unapproachable, and 
amid scenery which is a perpetual source of joy. 


In various directions from Tepic are many localities 
that are well worth visiting. In the mountains are 
some Indian tribes, representatives of which may occa- 
sionally be seen in the city, where they become objects 
of interest to all, and especially to strangers. Sunday, 
which is the chief market day of the week, when gather 
the people from all the surrounding region, is the fa- 
vorite time chosen for the visits of these aborigines, 
and groups of half a dozeh or more each may be seen 
wandering about the streets, clad in more or less pic- 
turesque costumes. These Indians are very peaceable 
so long as they are not molested or their rights as they 
understand them infringed upon. They are easily 
handled. One can go among their settlements with 
impunity, and I am assured that there is no record in 
the history of the Territory, so far at least as the pres- 
ent generation and régime are concerned, of any for- 
eigner having been seriously molested anywhere within 
ite boundaries by either Indian or native. 

Castie of Miravalies. 

A very interesting point a few hours’ ride from Tepic 
is the old hacienda and castle of Miravalies, on the 
bank of the river of the same name and in a most beau- 
tiful and attractive valley. The story goes that the 
lady who subsequently became the Contesa de Mira- 
valles was living with her daughter in this region, in 
somewhat straitened circumstances, the husband and 
father having died and left little except a tract of land 
then of little value. One day a starving Indian came 
to the house and begged for food. Straightway the 
charitable mistress set her daughter at work with the 
metate to grind corn for tortillas, and with her own 
hands she cooked and gave them to the beggar. When 
he had eaten his fill, the Indian told his benefactor 
that he had no money, but that God would be sure to 
reward such a charitable deed. Some time afterward, 
the Indian came again, this time, however, not as a 
beggar. He exhibited some specimens of very rich ore 
and offered to tell his benefactress where he had found 
them. The result was the discovery of a rich mine, 
the establishment of a plant to reduce the ore, and the 
extraction of a large fortune. The fortunate recipient 
of the favors of the fickle goddess built a castle and 
chapel on the land, the half-ruined remains of which 
are still a great attraction to those who know where 
they are located, and which fortunately are now being 
restored by the present owner. She also built a great 
church in the town of Campostela, a few miles away, 
and did so much good with her wealth that she was 
finally honored with the title of Contesa, bestowed by 
the authorities in Europe. Over the doorway of the 
castie may still be seen the coat of arms carved in 
solid stone, and though all this happened 300 years ago, 
the natives still tell the story of the charitable widow 
and the rich reward she received for her kindness. 


And speaking of countesses and titled people, the vis- 
itor who proceeds still farther into the “backwoods” 
of the Territory will find himself entertained in the 
only hotel in the little town of Campostela by a genu- 
ine count, who is playing the part of boniface—and not

Many Would-Be Forgotten People. 
To digress a little further from the attractions of 
Tepic and its vicinity, it is odd how one runs across 
forgotten people in Mexico. To my office in the State 
of Coahuila there came one day a picture of misery

what Iam. I am hungry and homeless.” The re- 
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discovered, the doctor was arrested and convicted and 
sent to State prison. The guilty official, however, had 
timely warning, and escaped. This was the man! Of 
course I did not let the poor devil know that I knew 
what had brought him so low, and he was sent on his 
way clad and full fed. He had had his punishment. 

Another: It will be recollected that after the fa- 
mous Haymarket massacre the Chicago police searched 
high and low for two of the anarchists, one of whom 
was believed to be the man who actually threw the 
deadly bomb. But they were never caught. Not long 
after that affair a man made his appearance in North- 
ern Mexico and finally became a resident of the city of 
Torreon. He went into business, accumulated a little 
property, was recognized as a good average citizen, but 
did not care much for the companionship of Americans. 
He was in fact not an American himself, but a German 
or perhaps an Austrian. He made a cofifidant of an 
American physician, however, and after his death, a 
couple of years ago, the Americans of Torreon, who 
had known him as a quiet, law-abiding man, were 
astounded to learn that he was none other than one of 
the escaped Chicago anarchists, and that he had given 
his physician permission to disclose his secret after 
his death, He was known in Torreon under the name 
of Von Schmidt, but those familiar with the affair will 
probably be able to give his real name. It may be 
added that in the out-of-the-way places in Mexico one 
runs across many foreigners who appear to be anxious 
to lose themselves to their former friends. The writer 
has encountered a number of such instances in his 
travels in the less-known regions. 


Fertile Soil, Prices Low. 


But to return. While the region about Tepic pos- 
sesses advantages of a high character, with a soil of 
marvelous fertility, a wide range of products, a cer- 
tainty of remunerative crops, and witha! lands are to 
be had at prices which to a Californian at least seem 
ridiculously inadequate, few Americans have so far 
permanently located in this section, tempting though 
the opportunities are. Of course difficulty of access is 
responsible for this, and that, as has been shown, bids 
fair to be remedied ere long. The farther north one 
goes the more evidences one will find of American, 
and especially of Californian, enterprise. Indeed, the 
major portion of the Americans on the west coast are 
from the Golden State, and the writer has more than 
once remarked that he had met more fellow-Califor- 
nians in six months on this coast than he had encoun- 
tered in four years on the other side of the mountains. 

So far the major portion of development has been 
confined to the State of Sonora, which has always been 
a more or less favorite field for California enterprise. 
more especially in the mining industry. Within the 
past four or five years, however, this State has been 
made the location for several extensive irrigation and 
subdivision schemes, and many Americans have made 
their homes there and are successfully engaged in 
agriculture and torticulture. 

Subsequent to the opening of the Southern Pacific 
road from Guaymas to Culiacan, Americans began com- 
ing into the State of Sinaloa, and now a number of en- 
terprises under their management are under way, most 
of them centering about Culiacan, the capita] of the 
State. It is possible gow to obtain tracts of any de- 
sired size, from five or ten acres up, provided with 
facilities for irrigation, for from $20 an acre upward, 
and these lands are the equal of any in California that 
are held to be cheap at $100 an acre. On such lands 
always two crops and sometimes three can be grown 
in a single twelvemonth, dependent upon the industry 
and enterprise of the owner. I know of an American 
farmer near Culiacan who has realized $300 (Mexican) 
an acre from a crop of sugar cane grown on $5-an-acre 
land, and of this $300 at least half, or $75 gold, was 
net profit. I have been told of another American who 
raised a crop of corn which brought him $100 (Mexican) 

re, or $50 gold, on land that cost the farmer $20 
acre gold, and similar instances might be multi- 


About fifty miles south of Culiacan is a colony com- 
posed entirely of Americans, known as La Prosperidad. 
Many Californians are members of this colony, though 
it has members all over the country. It is a semi- 
codperative affair, though individual ownership ~ of 
lands is permitted, the area allowed to each being lim- 


ited to twenty acres. Already there are a goodly num-. 


ber of members on the ground, clearing their land and 
preparing it for crops. | 
_ The colony tract comprises some 100,000 acres and 
extends from the foothills on the east to the waters 
of the guif on the west. Separated from the main- 
land by estuaries are some islands on which oysters 
abound, while the water teems with fish, turtle, etc. 
These waters have been set aside as a reservation se- 
eure from exclusive concessions to any one, the inten- 
tion being that for all time they shall be free to al! to 
obtain fish, oysters, etc., for individual use. 

It is the intention of the colonists to raise vegetables 
for the California or eastern market. They can put 
melons, tomatoes, etc., on the market weeks in advance 
of any other locality to the north. In the month of 
April last a shipment of melons was reported in The 
Times to have been made from a point in the State of 
Sonora, and it was stated that these being the first in 
the market, were sold to the proprietor of one of the 
large Los Angeles hotels for $41 the crate, there being 
no more than nine melons in the shipment. From 
Prosperidad and other points south it is possible to ship 
melons a month or six weeks ahead of those from So- 
nora. Indeed, there is no reason why they could not 
be shipped every month in the year if it were desired.

THE HOME GROUNDS. 


SOME SUGGESTIONS AS TO THEIR CUL- 
| TURE AND CARE. |

T WILL soon be time to begin the planning and plant- 

ing of the home grounds, for nearly all such work, if 

of any extent, is done after the first heavy rain of 
winter. If much dirt is to be moved, see that the 
grounds drain from the house in every direction. Not 
only is this a sanitary precaution, but a very sane one, 
for it quickly leaves the house space in a usable 
condition after a big rain. Where the house site is 
low it may be well to figure on a house terrace from 
two to four or even six feet high, though the latter 
height is better given up to two terraces of three 
feet each. 

If the soil is very light some very heavy or adobe 
soil had best be brought in for the lawns for satisfac- 
tory bluegrass lawns are seldom ever found on sandy 
soil, while adobe grows the best.

Weeds in Paths. 


A reader has been told that white arsenic will kill 
weeds in paths and wishes to know how to use it 
in solution, and if it. will injure other plants near the 
paths. 

One of the most effective weed-killing solutions is 
made by dissolving one pound of concentrated lye in 
one gallon of water and then dissolving in this solu- 
tion two pounds of white arsenic. After the arsenic 
is dissolved add the solution to twenty gallons of 
water. It is then ready for spraying upon any plant 
which you wish to kill, and is useful for cleaning grave! 
walks, etc., in which no vegetation is desired. But 
arsenic is a very active plant killer, and will destroy 
any plant to which it is brought by the action of water; 
consequently, this would not be a safe application in 
large quantities where water would soak it into the

of well-rotted stable manure and plow it under deeply, 
and from time to time plow again to thoroughly in- 
corporate it with the soil.. Large chunks or masses 
of manure in a soil makes a poor soil. Good physi- 
cal condition is to be preferred to large quantities 
of plant food. In a sunny spot excavate for a lily 
pond and use the soil for grading, even if you have 
to make a mound of it. A little variation in the 
“lay of the land,” if properly made, adds materially 
to the interest, appearance and possibilities of a garden.

The writer does not blame or find 
fault with Mr. Burbank except that he is of a simple, 
confiding nature, and too susceptible, positively gul- 
lible. He has, we understand, even put money into 
a company for exploiting the spineless castus, which 
the writer long ago predicted would never prove much 
of a commercial success. While such investments 
are wholly his own private business, as he has for the 
past few years been a public character, we take this 
illustration to prove his belief in the value of his 
productions, in which belief there ts something pa- 
thetic. The writer wishes him all success in his 
business ventures, and believes he will yet do good 
work, though his history has been written and from 
now on we will hear little of Lather Burbank.

A Deal in Poultry. 
The region about this latter-named place, by the 


“way, has for many years been the scene of profitabie 


mining operations carried on by Californians. Back 
from Rosario in the hills are a number of Indian vil- 
lages which were also a few years ago the scene of a 
profitable trade prosecuted by a Californian. This in- 
dividual was deputed by the State Fish and Game 
Commission to procure some wild turkeys with which 
to stock the California forest reserves. He shipped 
quite a number of birds which he assured his employ- 
ers were genuine wild turkeys and received a good 
salary and expenses for his efforta. The writer 
chanced to visit those same villages this spring and 
in every one he was surrounded by natives who asked 
eagerly if the Sefior had come to buy more turkeys, and 
all the birds in the villages were rounded up for his 
inspection. Inquiry developed the fact that a few years 
before another American had come there and bought 
all their domestic turkeys, paying the unheard-of price 
of $3 a head for them, the regular price being only $1, 
and naturally the owners of the birds had since been on 
the watch for some other American foolish enough to 
pay several prices for their turkeys. As the name of 
the person who bought the tame turkeys from the In- 
dians was exactly similar to the name of the individ- 
ual who drew a handsome salary for shipping “wild” 
turkeys to California, it is a fair presumption that by 
some mysterious process the tame turkeys of Mexico 
became transposed into wild ones during transit, a 
process al] the more mysterious since it is practically 
impossible to trap a wild turkey, and after being trap- 
ped one will not live more than two or three days in 
confinement. The story of the clever manner in which 
the State of California was fooled by the wild-turkey 
man is common stock all over Mexico, and is a favor- 


In the vicinity of Acaponeta, on the river of the same 
name, in the northern part of the Territory of Tepic, a 
number of Californians have within the year past made 
some rather extensive investments. Notable among 
these is that of the Quemichis ranch, covering some

The coffee of Tepi« 
is eagerly bought in Europe, and I am told that the 
royal family of Germany and many of the wealthy class 
use no other kind. Lands can be bought in Topic for 
from $1 an acre upward, $5 or $6 an acre obtaining the 
very best tracts, suitable for any sort of production. 
Of course, after the railroad makes access easy these 


‘prices will soon give way to something nearly approxi< 


mating the real value, but in the meantime I do not 
know of a more attractive field for investment than the 
purchase of a large tract and its subdivision and sale 
to small farmers.

Wind-Breaks. 


ROF. HOMANS, a graduate of the Biltmore (North 
Carolina) Forestry School, will address the citrus- 
frult growers at Pomona upon the effects of wind- 
breaks upon the physical condition of citrus-fruit or- 
chards. His paper will no doubt bring out an inter- 


_esting discussion and a diversity of ofinion. He has 


had years of experience in California upon matters 
connected with this subject, but may find difficulty in 
meeting the objections to border tree protection that 
will be advanced by those living in sections subject to 
frost. At any rate, Mr. Homan’s remarks will come 
from experience even if in another part of the State, 
and will be interesting. Another speaker is turning 
his border trees into cord wood and burning it to drive 
away frost. Between these gentlemen we should have

I 
do not know that many people are misled by roseate 
newspaper accounts of new fruit varieties, but I am 
sure that fruit growers are getting more careful in 
their estimates of untried varieties, no matter how 
fetching the accounts may be. 

I remember that a dozen or fifteen years ago a new 
prince was heralded to the zenith of quality. It was 
not granted such an enthusiastic name as was a new 
berry some time ago called the “Mortgage Lifter” and 
now probably not planted at all. But the new prune 
had a very sweet name, and a great reputation upon 
paper. Where is it now? The wreck of it is in a 
thousand orchards, and one who had planted his entire 
prune acreage to fit told me a few months ago that 
it was the greatest calamity that ever hit the horticul- 
tural pike. Nothing but long and patient trial can 
determine the commercial value of a new fruit, and I 
often think that our writers do infinite harm in in- 
dorsing varieties that have not been given the only 
reliabie test, that of long-time trial In orchard culti- 
vation and marketing experience. 

I have just received a whole box of peaches, the re- 
sult of a cross between the Elberta and the Crawford. 
It was accompanied by a long account of the process 
through which these varieties so close of kin had com- 
bined in a peach superior to either parent. If one 
seedling in a thousand proves worthy of propagation 
the experimenter is fortunate, and yet. the newspapers 
are continually giving us better and better qualities 
until the vocabulary is exhausted. Yet we still have 
the Spitzenburg. Newtown Pippin, Pearmain, Graven- 
stein and a score of others originating before the old- 
est inhabitant was born. I would like an old Morris 
White right now, and who expects the two old Craw- 
fords to ever be seriousiy distanced—the best-known 
peaches in the United States?

VISITED one of the leading fruit shippers’ office on 
Pt day the high-water mark of deciduous fruit ship- 
ments was reached. On that day (July H-;) 33,500 pack- 
ages of plums and Bartlett pears were brought to the 
Sacramento wharf for loading into refrigerators east- 
bound.

Of State-Wide interest. 


EVERAL thousand citrus trees were recently shipped 

into Arizona, planted in orchard form, pulled up and 
burned. Rather an arbitrary method of excluding in- 
sect pests to one from a State where no supervision is 
held over such matters. So says, also, the man who 
owned the land and trees, and so thought his foreman 
who resisted the officers sent in to uproot and destroy 
the trees. But the owner has sued the Horticultural 
Commission for $10,000 damages, I believe, and the case 
will soon come to trial. Fortunately, the California 
commissioner is not subject to such attacks, or he would 
soon have to go out of business, for he has been guilty 
many times this season of taking equally arbitrary 
measures. Public sentiment is the only protection nec- 
essary in our State, so there is nothing contrary do- 
ing here when such action is taken to prevent the intro- 
duction of a new insect pest. 

The Arizona orchardist should not despair of collect- 
ing damages in this case, even if he does not realize his 
$10,000. Some years ago the horticultural commission- 
ers of Tehama county burned a carload of trees belong- 
ing to an Oregon nursery. They were sued for dam- 
ages, and the Oregon nursery won its case. It was 
proved at the trial that the commissioners were not 
legally appointed, and hence did an illegal act. The 
court ruled against the officials on this ground, and were 
made to pay the full value of the carload of trees. But 
listen to the peculiarities of the verdict: - “That at the 
time of inspection the trees were infested and by rea- 
son of their condition were unfit to plant and had no 
market value whatever. The plaintiff is entitled to nom- 
inal damages in the sum of $1. Let judgment be entered 
accordingly.”

The Camphor Tree.

In old hor- 
ticultural works it is called Laurus camphora, but in 
newer editions the name appears as Cinnamomum cam- 
phora, again in other works as Camphora officinalis; 
and the last named is looked on as its proper one.

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Fibreless Mango. 
HE arrival in the market of the Cecil mango marks 
another triumph for the fruit king, in this section. 
The new mango, like its big cousin, the Mulgoba, is 

free from fiber, has no turpentine flavor, and it pos- 

sesses a small seed. 

The skin of the fruit is nearly an olive green, in 
color, free from spots and almost silky in texture. The 
flesh is firm, has the consistency of a well-ripened pear, 
and can be sliced as easily as a banana. The large 
size of the new mango and its good shape make it 
possible to cut attractively for table use. 


It was noticed yesterday that several people purchased 
the mangoes to get the seed for planting. This pro-

ever, the evolution of the fruit is being brought about 
by ‘intelligent cultivation. Several growers -in this 
section are acting the part of a Luther Burbank to the 
mango and avocado, and already the results of their 
work are showing up in a promising way. 

From the stringy, yellow tar-tasting little nubbin 
of the wild fruit to the fiberless, creamy, peach-flavored 
product of its educated relatives is a long step, but 
considering the short time that the mango has been in 
cultivation in the county, the presence of the fine varie- 
ties here is something surprising. 

To those who find the turpentine flavor not unpleas- 
ant, the well-known variety called No. 11 is a great 
favorite. These ship well, too, and are known in the 
northern markets. But the time when the delicious 
Mulgoba and the Cecil mango are plentiful will be 
looked forward to with pleasure. Those on the market 
lately sold at 25 cents each. 

These will doubtless be planted commonly for door- 
yard decoration, as there is no prettier shade tree in 
south Florida than the mango tree—and with the 
promising yield each year of fine fruit should be set 
out in generous numbers.—[{Miami (Fila.) Metropolis. 


School for Hotel Managers. 

“Before a man can qualify as a hotel manager in 
some parts of Europe he must acquire an education 
that might equip a college professor,” remarked L. F. 
Schmidt of Geneva, Switzerland. “This is especially 
true in Switzerland. Tourists from al! parts of the 
world come there. A successful hotel manager must 
be able to speak several languages. He also must be 


This means that he must spend a large amount of 


money in traveling. In the United States a hotel man- 
ager is freed from this necessity. The great majority of 
his patrons are Americans. The comparatively small 
foreign patronage would not make it worth while for 
him to spend time in the study of languages. 

“The demand for thoroughly equipped managers is 
sO great on the continent that a school designed to 
give the necessary education for such position is con- 
stantly turning out graduates. It is situated at Cou, 
in-a beautiful park overlooking Lake Geneva. The 
physical, mental and moral development of the stu- 
dents receives careful attention. The institution is 
thoroughly organized, and the discipline is strict. The 
students receive instruction by the class method. In 
certain branches—languages, for example—as many 
classes as are necessary are organized. The term be- 
gins about the middle of September and lasts ti!l the 
middle of May. The students gets a ten days’ vaca- 
tion at Christmas, but that is ail. 


“The course of study includes English, French, Ger- 
man and Italian; arithmetic, from the hotel-keeper’s 
viewpoint; geography, from the tourists’ point of view: 
book-keeping, the care of guests, table and kitchen 
service, customs and manners of foreign nations, and so 
on. The young men have enough to do to keep them 
busy, I can assure you. There is no time ieft for play. 
The student must pay about $225 a year for his board, 
lodging and tuition. The school was founded nearly 
twenty years ago through the efforts of the Swiss Hotel 
Association. 

“I understand that the French hotel-keepers are 
preparing to start a similar school in Paris this fall. 
The enrollment for the year is sald to be full. At a 
government institution at Innsbruck, Austria, a course 
of lectures and genera] instruction on hote] manage- 
ment is given. This school has been very successful. 
The Austrian government réGognizes the tourist as a 
big source of national income and is taking steps to 
make his visit to the country as pleasant as possibie 
by providing competent managers for the hotels.”—

“Such a life is not worth living, but the victim 
does not well understand the causes. Generally he 
takes more coffee and tea, or resorts to whisky, chloral, 
morphia, et. at., all of which adds to the misery of 
the unrested, over-wrought neurons that uphold his 
self-conscious life.” 

Dr. Stephens thinks that self-restoration may be se- 
cured by “the habit of applying brain-cell energy to 
those organs and tissues of the body which need it.” 
Here is his suggestion of a plan of procedure: 

“For the neophyte the first suggestion would be, 
rest your cell neurons until you feel that you have 
a full head of vim in the organism, even if a week or 
a month is required for it. Rest and recuperate until 
you are in the best condition possible. This is the 
necessary first step, the sine qua non: a head of vim 
to work with. 

“Then let us suppose that you wish to bring this 
head of nervous energy to bear on the lower dorsal 
and lumbar region, ‘the small of the back,’ where 
fibrils from at least sixteen pairs of the spinal nerves 
lead to and connect the brain and cord with the sym- 
pathetic system of nerves and ganglions, which supply 
and control the abdominal and pelvic viscera; the liver, 
kidneys, cyst, et al.” ... 

“Given then your accumulated, conserved head of 
vim with which to work, seat yourself comfortably in 
an arm-chair and place the hands and forearms on 
the ‘arms’ of the chair, in such a manner as partly 
to support slightly the body weight on them. (This 
or any other posture that appeals to the individual 
preference.) In this position concentrate the attention 
on the smali of the back for five seconds, summoning 
the will ready to act. Then by a muscular effort retro- 
vert the lumbar vertabrae backward and upward, thus 
increasing the flexure of the spine, and by a sudden, 
strong exercise of will power, cast nervous energy into 
the tissues, 

“We may use the word energize for the act. Ener- 
gize those tissues. Synergize, however, is the better 
term, since the act results from a combined and re- 
ciprocating ‘effort. The act itself may be properly de- 
fined as a synergy. 

“It is best accomplished by a calm, purposive effort 
(not a feverish, frantic one,) and synchronous retro- 
flexures, six or eight efforts, let us say, during a min- 
ute, to be repeated two or three times after an interval 
of rest, daily, or night and morning. 

“For some reason the backward and upward muscu- 
lar flexure of the spine aids the process.” 

This looks simple, but the author says that “while 
many persons catch the knack of doing it immediately, 
others find it difficult, and have to practice it at inter- 
vals for a considerable time, and there are thousands, 
perhaps, who cannot learn to do it, through some in- 
sufficiency of volitional power or deficient nervous con- 
nection between the two nerve systems.” 

You might try it. Do not,. however, fool yourself 
with the belief that by any such mental or mechanical 
hocus-pocus you may escape the consequences of break- 
ing the jaws of health—more especially the laws of 
eating. That is a vain hope. 

Dr. Stephens, by the way, almost entirely ignores the 
all-important question of diet, and says nothing about 
the importance of securing a full proportion of the 
organic salts, as found in food and in the human body 
—the most important feature. of the food question. 
It is the lack of these salts that causes not only such 
diseases as leprosy and beri-beri, but also a train of 
nervous diseases that are so common in civilization. 
Most of these salts are removed in the bolting of flour, 
and they are absent in refined cane sugar. In cooking,

You have read of this before in these columns. Sure! 
And you are likely to read it many times again, for 
it is the most important of all questions affecting the 


Teaching Dietetic Errors. 
T is not surprising that the public goes astray in re- 
gard to diet, when we note how many errors are 

taught in books that purport to be guides on the sub- 

ject. Take, for instance, one of our State series of school 
books, “Physiology and Hygiene,” compiled by the State 

Text Book Committee and approved by the State Board 

of Education. In the introductory remarks to the 

teacher suggestions are given in regard to the micro- 
scopic examination of frog’s legs, to the inspection of 
human and animal bones, to the composition of the air, 


to examination of the intestine of a calf, etc., but not a. 


single word in regard to teaching children how to live, 
and especially how to eat, so that they may grow up to 
be healthy human beings, with sound minds in sound 
bodies. | 

The amount of food recommended is far too high, be- 
ing in accord with old theories that have veen exploded 
by later investigations. Yet, further on in the book, 
there are excellent remarks in regard to the general 
practice of eating too much, Including the following 
statement by Dr. Thompson: 


“I have come to the conclusion that more than half 
of the disease which embitters the middle and latter 
part of life is due to avoidable errors of diet; and that 
more mischief, in the form of actual disease, of impaired 
vigor, and of shortened life, accrues to civilized man 
from erroneous habits of eating than from the habitual 
use of alcoholic drink, considerable as I know that evil | 
to be.”

The book correctly indorses the use of whole-meal 
wheat in place of white bread. 

To the all-important subject of the organic salts in 
foods, only five lines are given, mention being made of 
calcium, which is only one of the twelve minerals found 
in the human body, and in natural 1oods. 
the author of the book 

es: 

“The so-called ‘vegetarians’ recognize the need of pro- 
teid food, and most of them seek proteid in eggs, milk, 
and cheese. But these are animal products, and the 
name ‘vegetarian’ is inconsistent. They are merely 
‘anti-meat eaters.’ That we are adapted for using flesh 
as part of our food is indicated in at least two ana- 
tomical features: (1) We have canine teeth, though 
not so fully developed as in the carnivora: (2) the 
intestine in carnivora i¢ very short, that of the herb- 


less, it is undoubtedly true that many persons eat too 
much meat.” 

On the contrary, all sincere and unprejudiced in- 
vestigation tends to show that the original dietary of 
man consisted of fruit and nuts, and that the bodily 
make-up of man nearest approaches to that of the apes 
who, today, live on fruit and nuts. 

Beef tea and beef extracts are declared to be “help- 
ful,” and people who need “bracing’” are advised to 
take hot bouillon instead of liquor. “Beef tea” is about 
equivalent to urine, and it is perhaps more injurious 
than a similar amount of wine, or diluted whisky. 

The closing chapter in the: book is devoted to “Stim- 
ulants and narcotics.” The writer says: 

“Yet both opjium and morphine are medicines of 
the greatest value when used by physicians for the cure 
of disease. But used for any other purpose, or without 
the direction of a physician, they are deadly poisons, 
sure to bring those who use them to the lowest depths 
of degradation, sure to make them criminals and beg- 
gars, sure to send them down to shameful deaths and

Let us turn now to a more pretentious book on th* 
subject of diet, recently published. It is entitled “Hu 
man Foods,” by Harry Snyder, B.S., professor of agri- 
cultural chemistry, University of Minnesota, and chem- 
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Care of the Body. 
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ist of the Minnesota Experiment Station. (Published 
by the Macmillan Company, No. 66 Fifth avenue, New 
York.) 
In the opening chapter, referring to the general com- 
position of foods, the author says: “The part which 
each of the minera] elements take in animal nutrition 
is not well understood.” Not, it is true, by many in 
this country, but in Germany, where much attention 
has been paid to the subject, the organic salts are rec- 
Ognized as the most important constituents of foods. 
Mr. Snyder goes on to say thet in all ordinary mixed 
rations the amount of the mineral elements is in ex- 
cess of the demand of the body. This is what most 
writers on diet repeat parrot-like. It is not so. On 
the contrary, in cooking, a large percentage 
organic salts are changed or removed, as they 
the bolting of wheat to make white bread. 
be a surplus of some of the minerals, but 
great lack of otbers, and this accounts for much il! 
health. 


Interesting information is given by the author in 
regard to the composition of Irish and sweet potatoes, 
carrots, and other foods. Of lettuce he writes: 


“While low in nutrients, it is high 
because of the chlorophyl which it 
iron in an organic form, as there is iron chemicaliy 
combined with the chlorophyl.” Yes, not only iron, but 
also other minerals, in which this most valuable plant 
abounds. 

The author correctly states that “in the human ra- 
tion fruits are a necessary adjunct.” 

The usual faliacies are printed in regard to cane su- 
gar, of which the author says Tour ounces per day can 
be consumed advantageously. He also repeats that 
chestnut about the fine teeth of the negroes' who will 
live largely on sugar cane. Sugar cane is qufe a dif- 
ferent thing from refined concentrated cahe sugar, 
which is largely responsible for the great prevalence 
of dyspepsia and kidney diseases in the United States. 
Get your sugar from sweet fruits, roots, and occasion- 
ally a_little honey. . 

In referring to condensed milk, the author ignores 
the fact that the heating of milk to a high tempera- 
ture, as in condensation, so changes it that it becomes 

-@ starvation food for infants who are fed on it exclu- 
sively. 

Several pages are devoted to the question of whole- 
wheat and bolted flour. While admitting that the lat- 
ter is deficient in minerals, the author repeats that we 
get enough of the phosphates in a mixed dietary. Yes, 
but there are other necessary and more important 
minerals. such as soda, and sulphur, and silicon, that 
are lacking, unless you eat plenty of raw fruits and 
leaves. 

The author recommends that the use of food for 
medicinal effect should be by the advice of a physi- 
cian. Yes, ifthe physician has studied the subject of 
food values, and you have not. 

In regard to the amount of food necessary, Prof. 
Snyder publishes the old estimates of Voit, although 
they have been shown by late experiments to be vastiy 
too high in protein. Indeed, before he died, Voit him- 
self reduced his estimate of the amount of protein 
necessary by three-fourths. 

The author recommends three meals a day, although 
a great number of people in this country have found 
renewed health and vigor by adopting the two-meal-a- 
day plan. He also recommends a “mixed dietary” as
